Downed Power

1,000 In Dark 


Block clouds and downed power lines 


left hundreds of school children and 
about 1,000 homes in the dark yesterday 
morning as rain continued to dominate 
this week's weather.

thorities had Indicated the program 
would not start until next July at the 
earliest. That was the earliest federal 
funds could be committed, they said. 


According to Hamilton federal funds 


for the project would come from the 1974 
budget of the U.S. Soil and Conservation 
Service. That budget begins next July. 


Thirteen local government agencies in- 


cluding several park districts and vil- 
lages are Involved in the project. Fund- 
Ing is coming from local as well as state 
and federal sources. The agreement 
signed by local and state agencies, was 
sent to Washington, D.C. earlier this 
week for federal approval.

Not Even Weathermen Know For Sure About Rain 


Monday morning, the James Pocztek 


family woke up to find a private lake In 
their backyard — for the third time in 
tlio last two weeks. 


And Tom Smith went to work in hip 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods in the last 
month. 


They may be right. According to the 


US. National Weather Service, it has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 
Only Sept. 15 and 16 were without rain. 
The latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 24.73 Inches recorded since May 1. 
This compares with 11.13 inches recorded 
for the same period last year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third in a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs in the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 25, the area was hit by the worst 
rainstorm in five years. Damage was es- 
timated in the millions of dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered impassable. 
In the Northwest suburban area, reports 
from three and a half inches of rain in 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five inches In parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 
Meadows, south Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at 
.10 Inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 Inches; Wednesday, .52 inches 
and Thursday, .08 Inches. Skies cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 


the rains hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


oroligist at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone hi the form of a storm 
area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 


cool air, triggering a thunderstorm.)

easy to pinpoint, predictions about more 
rain aren't 


THE WEATHER Service four-day fore- 


cast predicts there will be cooler, less 
humid weather beginning tomorrow. Yet 
the Service's extended outlook for the 
Midwest say "excessive precipitation" 
can be expected for the next several 


weeks. 


Meteorologist Fulkes said "The rain 


zone could persist or keep redeveloping. 
A weather situation of this type is char- 
acteristic of the season. But it's very 
likely to change as the season progress- 
es. As the weather gets cooler, the zone 
cculd tend to be pushed further south." 


Which only proves that not even the 


weathermen are sure about the weather.

O'Connell to seek a rerouting of buses 
leaving Conant High School, 700 E. Cou- 
gar Tr. 


Mrs. Howard Turpln, 134 Carthage Ln., 


Monday night told the Hoffman Estates 
Village Board that buses leaving Conant 
High endanger the lives of children leav- 
ing Fairvlew Elementary School, 146 Ari- 
zona Blvd. 


"Our children have to go to school 


each day not knowing if they will re- 
turn," said Mrs. Turpin. She added the 
lives of her child and others attending 
Falrview "are in danger five days a 
week." 


Fairview pupils are dismissed from 


class between 3:20 and 3:30 p.m., while 
Conant,pupils are dismissed at 3:20 p.m., 
said Mrs. Turpln. 


With the two schools sharing a dis- 


missal time, buses from Conant are trav- 
eling residential streets at the same time 


youngsters are walking home from Fab- 
view. 


Mrs. Turpin cited figures she collected 


in a survey of the corner of Arizona and 
Ashland streets, where there is a stop 
sign on Ashland, and at Arizona and 
Roselle Road, where there is a stop sign 
on Arizona. 


In the Arizona-Ashland survey, said 


Mrs. Turpin, she counted 10 buses and 
saw more cars than she could count, all 
coming from Conant. 


"Not one bus or car stopped to let a 


single child cross the street," said Mrs. 
Turpin. 


AT THE ARIZONA-Roselle inter- 


section, whch was surveyed Sept. 15, 
there were 10 buses and 47 cars. This 
was a clear, sunny day, she said, and on 
a rainy day the number of vehicles 
would be higher, with the addition of par- 
ents picking up children from Fairview. 
The combination of so much traffic with 
elementary children walking creates 
chaos, she said, predicting "we will have 


a fatality." 


Mrs. Turpln suggested the board pass 


an ordinance forcing Dist. 211 to reroute 
buses along Plum Grove Road to Higgins 
Road, which they could then follow to 
Roselle Road. A patrolman at the Hig- 
gins-Plum Grove intersection could in- 
sure safe entry by the buses, and keep 
delays in schedules to a minimum, she 
said. 


Mrs. Turpin said she had attended 


Dist. 211 board meetings last spring, re- 
questing voluntary rerouting, and was 
told the buses had to adhere to a sched- 
ule. The rerouting was not implemented. 


O'Connell agreed to study the situation, 


and to ask Dist. 211 again to reroute the 
buses. Trustee Ed Hennessy, noting it 
would be impossible to prohibit only 
school traffic from using Ashland and 
Arizona, suggested 
after the village 


board meeting that a "no left turn" sign 
applicable to only certain hours of the 
day on Ashland at Arizona might be the 
solution.

OffidaU of Hoffman Estates are mlf- 


fed that the Village of Schaumburg has 
connected a itrtet In Its community to a 
prevlotMly dead-ended street In Hoffman 
Estates. 


The connection has been made at Os- 


age Lane, and another is under construc- 
tion at Milton Lane, reported Trustee 
Bruce Llnd. 


"It seems to be taking people for 


granted, and I for one refuse to be taken 
for granted by anyone," said Und. He 
asked Village Atty. Edward Hofert to 
comment on the legality of the action 
and note If Schaumburg had violated any 
laws by not seeking permission before 
making the connection. 


Building Commissioner Dan Murphy 


noted tho areas around the two con- 
nections had been vacated, with title to 
the land being turned over to property 
owners on either side. But, said Murphy, 
the streets and potential extensions were 
not vacated. Therefore, Schaumburg 
apparently had not crossed private prop- 
erty, as had been suggested by Trustee 
Dyrlo Rathman. 


HOFEHT ASKED TO meet with Lind 


and Murphy after the board session. In 
discussions then ho said It appeared 
there was no legal violation and no legal 
requirement for one village to contact 
another before making such a con- 
nection. 


But Llnd said he was offended by 


Schaumburg's actions. 


"Tho thing that upsets mo the most is 


the complete lack of common courtesy 
by the Village of Schaumburg to the Vil- 
lage of Hoffiran Estates. I would not put 
a gate to my neighbor's yard without in- 
forming him,'' said Llnd. 


Trustee William Cowin responded that 


Hoffman Estates had made the "gate" 
by not vacating the land, and Schaum- 
burg was "just seeing to It that it is func- 
tional." 


Hofert suggested the two villages 


should work together, to satisfy a "need 
for interrelation of streets." 


"IT WOULD seem to me that two vil- 


lages so close as Hoffman Estates and 
the Village of Schaumburg, having both 
municipal plans of Interest to each other, 
should discuss a mutual thoroughfare 
plan," sold Hofert. 


Llnd agreed to contact Schaumburg 


Engineer Joe Zgonina to try to set a 
meeting date. 


The board also approved engineering 


plans for Phase I of the redevelopment 
of Hoffman Plaza, which already is un- 
der way. Public Works Supt. John Hos- 
sack said it had been believed the plans 
already were approved, but due to an 
oversight they were not. Also approved 
were engineering plans for the town- 
house development by Kaufman and 
Broad in Harrington Square. 


The board also authorized Streets Supt. 


Kenneth Dean to attend a management 
conference seminar Oct. 15-19 at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Champaign, at a 
cost to the village not to exceed $250.

Miss Revell.said that NOW maintains 


there is no separate man or woman role 
but that each person should be allowed to 
selecfa career or life style to most satis- 
fy his or her needs. 


She added that NOW is not attempting 


to downgrade the women's role as moth- 
er or homemaker but maintains women 
should be paid for their work since it 
allows the male of the family to work 
outside the home.

in decisions with' their husbands. They 
agreed it was a personal relationship 


that decided who's boss in .a family. 


IN ALL, IT SEEMED as if most of the 


women present felt pretty liberated and

However, most of them agreed with 


NOW's idea that women should be taught 
to cope with life. 


The women all agreed women should 


get involved in politics. 


However the reaction to NOW officers 


Ideas that child care facilities for work- 
ing mothers and payment for household 
duties should be given women was mix- 
ed. 


When tho NOW officers brought up the 


subject of divorce insurance it was first 
treated as a joke and described as a 
rather negative approach to marriage. 
But one woman commented that her 
grandma often told the story of how a 
small inheritance she received saved her 
marriage many times. It seems she in- 
vested the money in stocks in her own 
name and knowing that she had financial 
security always gave her an upper hand 
in arguments.

AN EQUAL OPPORWNtn 
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Building Will Make Flooding Worse 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


As the flood waters subside tor the ump- 


tcenth time this summer, 
Northwest 


suburban residents have time to reflect 
on promises that as vacant land In the 
area Is developed, the problem will be- 
come even more serious. 


Just how much the building Is contrib- 


uting the flooding problem Is the subject 
of a Metropolitan Sanitary District re- 
port released last week - a report that 
documents an enormous cost and places 
the blame squarely with local commu- 
nities. 


The MSD's engineering department 


keeps tabs on sower permit applications 
It approves for each municipality. 


Month by month, the district records 


how many permits are issued, what cf- 
the developments will have on population 
of the area, the number of acres of land 
made impervious by the new devel- 
opments, and how much retention is pro- 
vided. 


DISTRICT ENGINEERS then deter- 


mine how much retention Is lacking to 
make up completely for the water that 
would have been absorbed by the vacant 
land. 


On an overall basis for the metropoli- 


tan area, there Is a whopping deficiency 
of 113,079 acre-feet. (An acre-foot is a 
measure of volume equal to the amount 
of water that could be held In a basin one 
acre In size and one foot deep.) 


The cost of providing the lacking reten- 


tion on a basis of $3,500 for each acre 
foot Is projected at $192,034,800. 


The vast majority of the building with- 


out providing any retention to com- 
pensate occurred in the years before' 
1069. when 31,500 acre-feet of retention 
deficiencies were accumulated. 


In 1969, 1070 and 1971, 3,544 more acre- 


feet were added. 


So far this year, 35 acre-feet In reten- 


tion deficiencies have been added to the 
total, despite new MSD regulations re- 
quiring developers to provide retention 
proportionate with the amount of land 
they make Impervious. 


THE MSD HEPOUT Indicates that be- 


cause of such additions to the retention 
deficiency, "the present flooding problem 
is Increasing at the rate of approximate- 
ly $10 million each year. 


"New construction continues to com- 


pound the existing and already severe 
flooding conditions. Local communities 
and developers arc falling to provide 
adequate storage for storm water at or 
near the site of the new developments 
and arc continuing to rapidly discharge 
additional storm water flows Into the 
drainage systems which arc presently 
overloaded," the MSD report charges. 
• 


The report lays the blame for flooding 


directly on the shoulders of Individual 
communities. 


"The continued compounding of the 


flooding problem demonstrates the unwil- 
lingness of the local communities and de- 
velopers to undertake, voluntarily, a 
flood control program to cope with the 
new problems being created ... As these 
local problems become compounded, the 
solutions become more.complex and far 
more costly and require Involvement of 
metropolitan, stale and federal agencies. 
Each of these could be avoided if the 
local communities would provide solu- 
tions In advance as a part of the local 
developmental act," the MSD engineer's 
report said. 


FOR SOME Northwest suburban com- 


munities, the MSD figures show that the 
engineer's criticisms arc deserved. For 
others that arc requiring enough reten- 
tion to compensate for the building, the 
harsh words seem Inapplicable. 


Communities In the Upper Salt Creek 


Basin, for example, provided enough re- 
tention despite new building so that they 
had not added to the retention deficiency 
between Jan. 1 and July 31 thii year. 


Parts of Arlington Heights, Elk Grove 


Village, Hoffman Estates, Palatine, Roll- 
Ing Meadows, Roselle, Schaumburg and 
unincorporated Palatine 
are located 


within the Upper Salt Creek Basin. 


Although 63 Mwer permits have been 


Issued In the Upper Salt Creek Basin so 
far this year for the addition of 5,897 to 
Iho estimated propitiation of the basin, 
the S3.8 acre-feet of retention provided 
compensated for the 172.8 acres of Im- 
pervious land created by now construc- 


tion. 


The balance sheet for the Upper Des 


Plalnes River Basin isn't quite as equal, 
however. 
, 


HIE UPPER Des Plalnes River Basin 


has a deficiency of 25.1 acre-feet for the 
first seven months of the year. Although 
50.7 acre feet of storm water retention 
was provided In the basin, It Is not ade- 
quate to meet requirements of the 299.4 
impervious acres created by building 
within the basin. 


There were 116 permits Issued for 


building within the basin for an added 
population of 8,429 people. 


The MSD estimates that the.deficiency 


in the Upper DCS Plaines River Basin 
created during the first seven months of 
1072 will cost $138,050 to correct

within the boundaries of the Upper Des 
Plaines River Basin Include Arlington 
Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des Plaines, Elk 
Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling. 


The Poplar Creek Basin, which in- 


cludes Hoffman • Estates and Stream- 
wood, has no deficiency created by build- 
ing this year. Within that basin there 
were 11 permits issued for an increased 
population of 370. 


THE BUILDING within the Poplar 


Creek basin during the January to July 
period created 81.5 impervious acres but 
the 23.7 acre feet of retention that was 
provided more than met MSD require- 
ments. 


The Upper DuPage River Basin, which 


includes Bartlett, Hanover Park and 
Schaumburg, has a deficiency of 4.6 acre 


feet for the first seven months of the 
year. The MSD estimates that will cost 
$25,300 to correct Although 4.4 acre-feet 
of storm water retention was provided, 9 
correct proportion to the 3S.1 impervious 
acres created by the 24 projects for 
which permits were issued. The popu- 
lation increase for that basin is 1,706.

WASHINGTON (UPI) _ With a world- 


wide energy crisis rapidly developing, 
the discovery of new power sources has 
become one of mankind's most urgent 
projects.

have to go back to clipping Its tocnails 
by hand. 


Dr. Edward E. David Jr., President 


Nixon's chief science adviser, told a con- 
gressional committee this week that nu- 
clear power produced by the "fast bree- 
der" technique Is the most promising 
energy potential presently In sight. 


Just how uranium atoms go about 


speeding up their breeding was not ex- 
plained. But It appears that mankind 
may wind up with a bunch of X-rated 
power plants. 


Presumably, the electricity they pro- 


duce could only bo sold to consenting 
adults. 


BE THAT as It may, David said 


"Imaginative research" may provide 
other alternatives in the years ahead. In 
that regard, an interview with actor 
Marlon Brando In the current issue of 
"Oul" magazine Is Instructive. 


Brando revealed ho had purchased a 


small Island in the South Pacific near 
Tahiti with a view to using it for ex- 
periments with new power source*. 


Among the possibilities, he said, is 


power generated by barnyard manure 
and bacteria. 


Domestic animals will be kept on the 


island and "wo will save all the wastes 
and make compost piles and use the 
methane gas coming off them for pow- 
er," ho explained. 


Brando said he got the idea for this 


from a man who has a car that runs on 
chicken droppings. 


As for bacteria power, he said you can 


"put two different kinds of bacteria in 
two small metal containers with an elec- 
tric conduit between them and the unit 
generates enough power to light an or- 
dinary household bulb." 


I DONT know if this Is the type of 


"Imaginative research" David had in 
mind but It certainly sounds more inter- 
esting than the breeding habits of ura- 
nium atoms. 


Conceivably, It could open up a whole 


new field of energy sources, the supply 
of which would bo far more plentiful 
than uranium. I refer to viruses. 


If bacterial organisms can generate 


power, It is logical to assume that vi- 
ruses can too. And the virus supply is 
virtually infinite. 


My family alone has enough viral in- 


fections each winter to light every bulb 
in a city the size of Pocalello, Idaho pop. 


26,131. 


With .viral power, mankind can forget 


about coal, .oil, fast breeding atoms and 
other conventional-power sources. One 
good Asian flu epidemic would electrify 
the world for weeks. •'

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The Illinois Stale Chamber of Com- 


merce has issued an alert to business- 
men that "forces other than thosetcon- 
cerned about businesses' ability to grow 
and prosper in Illinois have become the 
dominant force in Springfield." 


The state chamber has issued an 


analysis of how state legislators voted on 
issues the chamber considers vital to 
business and concluded that a majority 
of members of both the State Senate and 
Rouse of Representatives vote contrary 
to business interests most often. 


The business organization found that 83 


members of the House most often oppose 
state chamber positions, while only 55 


members voted in accordance with them 
In the majority of cases. Thirty-eight 
members were described as "on the 
fence," voting for Chamber of Com- 
merce positions 40-to40 per cent of the 
time. 


In the State Senate, the chamber found 


27 members "favorable," 55 "unfavor- 
able" and 4 "on the fence." 


SEN. JOHN A. Graham, R-Barrlngton, 


was among the Senate leaders, In the 
eyes of the Chamber of Commerce, with 
a favorable voting record of approxi- 
mately 85 per cent

. Two local school districts have found 
the road away from confrontation in the 
last couple of weeks. 


Schaumburg 
Township Elementary 


Dlst. M school board and teachers man- 
aged to avert a strike during the week- 
end by reaching tentative agreement on 
a new contract. The settlement came af- 
ter the Schaumburg Education Associ- 
ation, representing the teachers, had set 
a date for a strike vote. 


In High School Dlst 211, serving Pala- 


tine and Scbaumburg townships, the 
board and teachers have not yet settled 
their contract, but they have made prog- 
ress — more progress in the last few 
weeks than in a whole summer of bar- 
gaining. 


In both districts the situations have 


been surprisingly similar. The boards 
and teachers' groups deadlocked mainly 
on whether to include working condi- 
tions, including guarantees on class size, 
teacher evaluation and workload, in the' 
contracts. 


In both districts the boards said they 


would never agree to some of tho work- 
ing conditions asked by the teachers. 


THE OtST. M agreement, however, 


docs contain provisions on class size, 
evaluation and some other working con- 
ditions. In Dlst. 211 the board rccval- 
uated Its position and agreed to nego- 
tiate some of the working conditions af- 
ter a meeting of teachers showed they 
supported their negotiators. 


So far, language on evaluation, teacher 


transfer policy and operation of the cur- 
riculum planning committee have been 
agreed to by both sides. 


Tho Dlst. 54 settlement still requires 


formal approval by tho teachers and 
board, expected tomorrow, in Dlst. 211 
tho two sides are just beginning to dis- 
cuss salaries and fringe benefits. Tho 
talks still could bog down on those is- 
sues. 


However, looking at the two situations, 


it still seems like d good idea to look at 
the question of who won and who lost on 
the issue of working conditions. 


And the answer seems to be: every- 


body won. 


Certainly, In both districts the school 


boards made substantial concessions by 
agreeing to include in the contract some 
of those working conditions. But in nei- 
ther cose did the board capitulate, since 
the teachers also showed willingness to 
compromise. 


The teachers certainly won some valu- 


able points, of course, In the discussion 
of working conditions. And they also 
shared a victory with the board and the 
public — they avoided a strike, which 
generally leads to bitterness and divi- 
sion.

There was no 
strike and tho teachers and board, hope- 
fully finding out what things each side 
believes are important through the bar- 
gaining process, now may be able to 
work together better for tho benefit of 
the public and students.

groups, you see, have not been real good 
at talking to each other.

if they cant get along. Maybe that win 
further help the process of commu- 
nication.

the public and the students who are 
served by the schools.

The chamber warned its members that 


proposals now before the state Legisal- 
ture would raise those costs by more 
than 50 per cent 


The chamber also warned that the leg- 


islature will act on proposals to retain 
personal property taxes for businesses 
and to increase the ratio of Income taxes 
for business. 


The chamber pointed out that it was 


not endorsing candidates for election, 
but said pointedly, "The business com- 
munity needs to make certain that candi- 
dates who will listen, consider and are 
understanding of the problems of busi- 
ness and the importance of a favorable 
business climate are elected to the state 
legislature."

Public Deserves 


Candidate Pick 


Legislation is needed to give Illi- 


nois voters a voice in picking their 
own candidates in cases where of- < 
ficc-scckcrs are eliminated from 
the ballot between the primary and 
general elections. 


This need is pointed up by the 


situation in the new 4th Legislative 
District (encompassing parts of 
Wheeling, Maine, Northficld and 
Nllcs townships). In races for the 
state Senate and the state House of 
Representatives, each party now 
has a candidate in the November 
election who was selected by a 
handful of party regulars after the 
candidates endorsed by voters in 
the April primary withdrew their 
names. 


In the Senate race, Republican 


Township 
Commlttccmnn 
John 


Nimrod of Nilcs Township replaced 
Sen. John W. (Bill) Carroll of Park 
Ridge on the ballot, following Car- 
roll's announced retirement for 
health reasons. 


In the House election, former 


Democratic 
representative 
Ed- 


ward Warman stepped in for 
Democrat Aaron Brill, after Brill's 
curious decision that if he contin- 
ued in the campaign he might win, 
and couldn't spare the time for the 
office. 


Neither. Carroll nor Brill was op- 
posed for his party's nomination in 
the April primary. Carroll received 
the votes of 6,702 Republicans in 
the primary and a* minimum of 
nearly 7,000 Democrats voted for 
Brill (with three possible votes 
from each voter, he had a cumula- 
tive total of 20,231). 


After their names were take noff 


the ballot, the naming of replace- 
ment candidates was left in the 
h a n d s of the township com- 
mlttccmcn of the district. In both 
cases, therefore, it took the votes 
of only two commltteemcn, using 
their cumulative voting powers, to 
decide who would represent the 
party on the ticket. 


The committceman acted in ac- 


cordance with the law in naming 
the substitute candidates. And that 
is precisely why the law should be 
changed. 


The public should be given some 


opportunity to influence the selec- 
tion of the candidates, Just as they 
have an opportunity to select can- 
didates in the primary. 


We suggest that the legislature 


require that replacement candi- 
dates be required to produce peti- 
tions bearing voters' signatures 
equal to a reasonable percentage 
of the signatures which the original 
candidates needed to be placed on 
the primary ballot — or perhaps a 
percentage of the vote received by 
the withdrawing candidate in the 
primary election. 


Candidates securing the required 


petitions should then be examined 
by the committcemen who will ap- 
point the substitute, and this exam- 
ination should be conducted in a 
meeting open to all registered 
members of the party residing in 
the district. 


It would be impractical to at- 


tempt special primary 
elections 


each time a candidate withdraws, 
and there seems to be no workable 
alternative to allowing the com- 
mittcemen to appoint successor 
candidates. 


Requiring 
petitions, however, 


would open the doors to potential 
candidates other than members of 
the inner circle of the party. Open 
examination of the 
candidates 


would provide the voters with some 
gauge of the standards by which 
the candidates were Judged and the 
reasons for the decision of the com- 
mitteemen. 


Candidates who are nominated 


through the primary election pro- 
cess presumably feel some obliga- 
tion to the voters who nominated 
them, if they succeed in winning 
the election. We wonder to whom 
candidates named by a handful of 
party leaders must owe their first 
loyalty. 


Lighting Up Crime 


If Paris .is the "City of Light," 


Washington, D.C., Is transforming 
itself into the "city of lights." By 
so doing, it may eventually become 
known not only as the capital of the 
nation but as a safe place to visit. 


In recent years it has been com- 


mon knowledge, to the disgrace of 
the country, that criminals plied 
their trade even under the shadow 
of the Capitol itself. 


Not so well known is the fact that 


more recently, the crime rate has 
been slashed by an average of 30 
per cent in high crime areas of the 
city, thanks to a government and 
citizen-supported campaign to im- 
prove street and highway lighting. 


According to Jack Hartley, as- 


sistant director of Washington's 
Highway and Traffic Department, 
the campaign was begun some 20 
i months ago. At first It was con- 


ned to four selected high crime 


areas, including Capitol Hill, com- 
prising an area of 120 blocks and a 
residential population of about 
30,000. 


To date, 8,000 sodium vapor 


lights have been installed in the 
originally designated areas and 
other high crime areas. At the 
completion of the current program, 
40,000 of Washington's 60,000 lights 
will be converted to sodium vapor. 


In addition to the 30 per cent re- 


duction in crime, the city fathers 
are happy to report that of the 
more than 17 million tourists who 
visit Washington every year, a 
much greater percentage is utili- 
zing the streets at night than in the 
past. On some once-dangerous 
streets, people have been observed 
sitting at tables under the new 
lamps playing card games on a 
pleasant summer evening. 


At least one "mess in Washing- 


ton" is being cleaned up.

Malathion: 'Safe, Effective' 


We have received a clipping from the 


Herald for July 27, which contnlris the 
statement, "the active ingredient in the 
spray is malathion, an organophosphate 
which has "replaced DDT in some uses 
because it is less persistent but unfortu- 
nately is extremely toxic." 


The contention that mnlathlon is more 


toxic than DDT is not true. Malathion is 
less toxic both orally and dermnlly ac- 
cording to T. B. Galnes in a report on the 
acute toxiclty of pesticides appearing in 
the Journal of Toxicology and Applied 
Pharmacology, 1969. 


Malathon has been used for insect con- 


trol for 20 years and fdr mosquito control 
since 1956. During that time it has been 
repeatedly tested for safety and effec- 
tiveness. The charge that no one knows 
what the long-term effects of continued 
use would be applies to all human activi- 
ty, not just mosquito control 


You have to use, available scientific 


evidence to make reasonable judgments 


on the effects of continued use. The sci- 
entific literature contains a great deal of 
information on the safety of malathion to 
humans and other mammals. 


The safety of malathion to humans has 


been demonstrated in studies conducted 
by the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice, the United States Department of 
Agriculture, numerous university scien- 
tists, and others. The World Health Or- 
ganizaton recommends malathion as a 
replacement for DDT. As a further in- 
dication of its safety, some formulations 
are accepted by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency for the control of body 
lice on humans as well as for use on 
domestic pets, livestock and poultry. 


Studies include "Human Exposures in 


Populated Areas During Airplane Appli- 
cation of Malathion" by Paul E. Caplan, 
Dwight Culver, and William C. TWelen of 
the California Department of Public 
Health, A.M.A. Archives of Industrial 
Health, October 1956; "Safety of Mala- 


thion Dusting Powder for Louse Control" 
by Dr. W. J. Hayes, et al., U. S. Public 
Health Service, Bulletin Of The World 
Health Organization, 1960; "The Effect 
of Aerially Applied Malathion on an Ur- 
ban Population" by Dr. Allan L. Gardner 
and Dr. Ronald E. Iverson, U. S. Public 
Health Service, Archives Of Environmen- 
tal Health, June, 1968. 


A recent study on the ecological effects 


of malalhon is Wildlife Monograph No. 
24, "The Ecology of a Small Forested 
Watershed Treated with the'Insecticide 
Malation—S35" published in December, 
1970, by the Wildlife Society in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


We certainly do agree that anyone 


should avoid needless exposure to any 
chemical including many of the common 
household products which can probably 
be found in the kitchens of your readers.

Gary Armstrong announced he was 


taking a job with the James Otis Devel- 
opment Co. of Northbrook, a firm which 
shortly before bad been welcomed to 
Buffalo Grove to construct a 128-luxury 
complex. 


The Herald editorially chastised Arm- 


strong for what In our view was a con- 
flict of interest (we did not charge 
Armstrong with doing anything Illegal in 
taking the petition). 


Now, Armstrong replies to our edito- 


rial — in oro>r to allow the public to 
hear hit side of the question. And that's 
the point of "The Public's Issue" — to 
air all tides of controversial and inter- 
esting Issues.

I would appreciate the opportunity to 


reply to the Herald's editorial of Septem- 
ber 1, "Armstrong Made the Wrong Deci- 
sion." I do so with no particular hope of 
influencing the thinking of the editorial 
staff of the Herald. I believe your refus- 
al, despite my request,!to afford me the 
courtesy of discussing the matter prior to 
publication of that editorial, suggested 
rather strongly the closed state of your 
thinking. I do believe, however, that the 
people of Buffalo Grove, by contrast, are 
Inclined toward basic fairness, and it is 
to them that I wish to address these brief 
remarks.

One year ago last April they honored 


me by electing me president of our vil- 
lage. During that campaign many people 
worked hard, not only for our candidates 
but for others as well Not only our 
own supporters, but to everyone in the 
village, we of the Buffalo Grove Alliance 
slate pledged our best efforts toward for- 
thright and responsive government

EDITORAL: President Nixon has no 


buiUMi netting with the programming 
of the tdevUon network!. • 


I believe that we have kept that 


pledge. I will not here, attempt a recita- 
tion of the programs we have under- 
taken; they are a matter of public 
record, and are well known to the resi- 
dents of the'community, particularly to 
those who maintain an active interest in 
Village government. I am proud of the 
record we have made these past sixteen 
months and I believe the people of our 
Village share and reflect that sense of 
pride in Buffalo Grove. 


I am aware that some people are dis- 


turbed that I have become associated 


with Jim Otis who is Involved with a 
project within the village. These people 
Include some whose opinions and judg- 
ment I value highly. I believe quite sin- 
cerely, however, that I. can continue to 
serve the village effectively notwithstand- 
ing the change in my employment 


In its criticism of my decision, the 


Herald points out both that Otis Associ- 
ates has a good reputation for quality 
work, and that it has no reason to ques- 
tion my integrity. These two points, the 
latter in particular, constitute, in my 
opinion, the crux of the matter: If a pub- 
lic official is disposed toward serving his 
own purpose in disregard of the public 
good, then the formality of bis relation- 
ship with parties doing business with the 
governmental entity is unimportant; if 
his inclination is toward dishonesty, he 
will find a way to betray his trust This 
goes to the character and integrity of the 
individual, and is not a by-product of his 
employment 


The Herald criticizes my announced 


willingness to abstain from discussions 
between the village and Otis. It contends 
I should participate in such discussions; 
and It suggests the board may want my 


opinion. It also suggests the possibility of 
a tie vote on the board. 


The objection is somewhat hypothetic- 


al. It conjectures, first, that significant 
areas of negotiation may yet arise be- 
tween the parties. They might, of course; 
but a detailed pre-annexation agreement 
has already been executed which likely 
'anticipates most future areas of dis- 
agreement. Even if some such points 
were to arise, they'would most probably 
be of relatively small import to the con- 
text of overall village problems likely to 
arise duringxthe two and one half re- 
maining years of my term. 


Granting, however, the possibility of a 


tie vote on a matter involving Otis, or a 
desire by the board to know my opinion, 
my course in such an event would be 
clear: I would act in the best interests of 
the village, as I discerned them. My oath 
of office would take precedence if ever I 
were to be placed in a situation in which 
a conflict were to arise. I state this un- 
hesitatingly and unequivocally. 


The Herald also wonders whether other 


developers may feel upset that I am af- 
filiated with a competitive developer. 
The Herald's concern for the feelings of 
developers is not, however, a luxury 
which I allow myself. My duty as village 
president is to be firm but fair with all 
parties who propose to do business with 
the village. This, too, is ultimately a 
question of integrity and good judgment 
As long as I know, in my conscience, 
that I am treating everyone fairly, then 
quite frankly, the subjective state of 
mind of any particular developer is not a 
matter which much concerns me. 


Similarly, the Herald wonders whether 


builders may not now swoop down upon 
Buffalo Grove since its President is "in 
the business." (This is not logically prob- 
able if your immediately 
preceding 


premise is valid, but.this, I guess, is 
what is called "editorial license.") Ac- 
tually your suggestion betrays a lack of 
sophistication. Developers, like news- 
papers, are profit-oriented; they go 
where they discern the opportunity to 
earn money. The issue is the expected 
success of their development, not the "9 
to 5" occupation of the mayor. Here is 
where knowledgeabillty on the part of 
village government is absolutely critical. 


The expertise, 'knowledge and experi- 


ence in annexation, zoning, construction 


and other matters which I expect to de- 
velop will accrue to the benefit of Buffalo 
Grove. Because of the professional back- 
ground in land development I expect to 
acquire, I will be better equipped to 
serve our village. 


The people of Buffalo Grove are aware 


of the efforts our village government has 
been making in carrying out its pro- 
grams. Perhaps the editors of the Her- 
ald, cozily ensconced in their offices in 
Arlington Heights, are not To the editors 
of the Herald, I, therefore, repeat my 
offer to meet with you and discuss this, 
or any other topic concerning Buffalo 
Grove, that may interest you. In fact, I 
invite you to come to our village for such 
a discussion. Since you write about us, 
and make money here, you might actual- 
ly enjoy seeing Buffalo Grove. And I as- 
sure you, the inference of your "cheap 
shot" cartoon notwithstanding, that when 
I am in my office in Village Hall, I wear 
only one hat

The Conference Board, an Independent 


business research organization, said In a 
study made, It Is partly because manage* 
ment Is so afraid of the Innovative Indi- 
vidual that so many collective ap- 
proaches to tho problem of creativity 
have been attempted In industry. Tho 
study examines these collective ap- 
proaches In detail. 


THESE METHODS Include tho Syncc- 


tlcs approach developed In tho lato 1950s 
by William J. Gordon of Arthur D. Little, 
Inc., "corporate think tanks," "encoun- 
ter groups," "brainstormlng sessions," 
Innovation contests and organizational 
changes to establish a climate for crea- 
tivity in the company. 


But after yean of such activity Ameri- 


can business remains on the whole skep- 
tical of Its value, the Conference Board 
study says. 


Since tho team approach has been used 


with obvious success in solving defense 
problems and bos achieved great success 
In such technically difficult areas as put- 
ting men on the moon, this has led to a 
belief that any problem can be solved 
that way no matter how much creativity 
it calls for. 


But many top management people are 


disenchanted with the idea, the study 
says. These executives have concluded, 
while the team approach can produce de- 
sirable extensions of known technology, 
It doesn't produce real creativity. 


ONE EXECUTIVE of a big food com- 


pany said the whole team approach was 
a "waste of time." He said the team 
groups and the members of the think 
tanks turned out to be "largely self- 
serving," and incapable of original 
thinking." 


So industry is forced to turn back to 


trying to identify and hire truly creative 
men who can come up with a continuous 
flow of original ideas. 


That leads to another set of problems. 


The bread-and-butter executives don't 
like tho Innovative types. They claim too 
many of them ore "corporate gypsies," 
utterly unwilling to assume responsibility 
and with no loyalty to anyone but them- 
selves. Also, they expect to do nothing 
but spin off ideas — leaving all the don- 
key work and n lot of sophisticated .engi- 
neering and marketing tasks as well to 
the plain Joe Blows who are climbing tho 
company ladder. 


"These creative characters are hard to 


motivate and keep to deadlines," is a 
typical complaint. "They just aren't 
business men." 


But they're needed. 


Skepticism The Best Insurance Policy 


by CARLTON SMITH 


When you're offered a "specialty pol- 


icy" by an insurance salesman, put on 
your skepticals and read the fine print 
carefully. 


Put on spectacles, too, If you need 


them — but in any event don't neglect 
the skepticals. You'll find plenty in the 
fine print — and the large print, too — to 
be skeptical about. 


How do you recognize a specialty pol- 


icy? The subject has been treated at 
length in a law journal article by Spen- 
cer L. Kimball, a professor of law, and 
Jon S. Hanson, member of the Wisconsin 
bar. Their rule of. thumb for recognizing 
the specialty policy: 


"Characteristically, the sales presenta- 


tion gives the prospect the impression 
that he Is buying Into a profitmaking op- 
portunity, rather than merely purchasing 
Insurance." 


THE BASIC purpose of life insurance, 


of course, is to protect the wage earner's 
family against loss of income in the 
event of his death. When the sales pitch 
neglects that, and emphasizes "profit 
sharing," hiflje dividends, coupons that 
are "just like money," or other lures 
suggesting it's a money-making proposi- 
tion — that's the mark of the specialty 
policy. 


Even though you have your skepticals 


on, such policies are so craftily carpen- 
tered that you won't be able to see 
through the razzle-dazzle. The com- 
plicated tangle of options, special provi- 
sions and various gimmicks makes it al- 
most Impossible for anyone except a pro- 
fessional to compare the specialty policy 
with o conventional policy, in terms of 
cost and value. 


Herbert S. Denenberg, Pennsylvania's 


Insurance commissioner, earlier 
this 


year published a "Shopper's Guide to 
Life Insurance," which revealed that 
"costs of essentially similar life insur- 
ance policies may vary by as much as 
170 per cent." But there was no way of 
comparing costs of what Denenberg pre- 
fers to call the "gimmick policies." 


A separate. section of the shopper's 


guide listed 10 companies selling such 
policies in the state, with the ex- 
p l a n a t l o n : "Their confusing com- 
binations of increasing and decreasing 
insurance with all sorts of options make 
it nearly impossible for the buyer to de- 
termine clearly just how much protection 
he is getting and how much he is paving 
for it." 


AS IT TURNED out, the limelight of

Agnes — an abnormal occurrence for 
this time of the year." 


Economy Fire & Casualty Company 


continued its sales growth with an in- 
crease of 23.8 per cent Another sub- 
sidiary, Kemperco Re continued its fine 
growth and contributed .29 cents a. share 
to Kemperco's earnings, an increase of 6 
cents over the first six months of 1971. 


Kemperco, Inc. is a publicly held com- 


pany with 11 subsidiaries which operate 
in such fields as insurance, reinsurance, 
mutual funds, consumer finance, bank- 
ing, real estate and safety consulting. 


publicity is -one thing the specialty or 
"gimmick policies" can't stand. Soon af- 
ter the shopper's guide" was published, 
six of the companies informed Denen- 
berg they were withdrawing the objec- 
tionable policies, in his state. Three more 
bowed out last month, leaving only one 
company on the original list of 10 still 
brave enough to face Denenberg's relent- 
less barrage of publicity. 


The Insurance laws of most states ban 


the sale of the various types of specialty 
policies that were devised in earlier dec- 
ades — but the companies selling these 
"gimmick policies" can invent new gim- 
micks faster than, the legislatures can 
pass laws. They're still being peddled in 
most states. 


So the consumer is forced largely to 


depend, for gimmick detection, on him- 
self. Just bear in mind that a life insur- 
ance policy isn't supposed to be a money- 
making scheme. If that's what the man 
suggests, hand him his hat and show him 
the door.

Vitamin Poisoning Rivals 
Aspirin As Peril To Kids

Vitamin poisoning in children has in- 


creased by nearly 150 per cent in the 
past two years, according to the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical 
Association 
(IPA), 


which has issued a warning to parents to 
guard against this growing health threat. 


Since the advent of children's vita- 


mins, marketed with candy coatings and 
in the shapes of popular cartoon charac- 
ters, vitamin overdoses resulting in toxic 
effects are rivaling aspirin poisoning as 
the No. 1 health threat to children, the 
organization reported. 


"A child tends to view them (candy- 


coated and cartoon shaped vitamins) as 
toys or candy rather than as medica- 
tion," Roger Cain, IPA executive direc- 
tor, said. 
, 


"Children should never be told that 


vitamins are like candy," he said. "They 
should be taught that vitamins, like any 
other medication, are dangerous unless 
used properly. And, above ail, vitamins 
should always be kept out of the reach of 
children." 


The Food and Drug Administration 


just passed regulations requiring all pre- 
scription medication containing aspirin 
or stimulants to be packaged in "child- 
proof" containers. But vitamins, which 
are not subject to this requirement, ara 
often sold in bottles with lift-out tops or 
caps that simply twist off. 


"To play it completely safe, I'd advise 


parents to purchase only conventional 
children's vitamins, to Instruct their chil- 


dren on the hazards of taking too many 
vitamins, to allow the child to take their 
daily vitamins only under adult super- 
vision and to store the vitamins in a 
place that is totally inaccessible to chil- 
dren," Cain said. 


Earlier this summer The Herald re- 


ported growing concern over the poten- 
tial hazards of candy vitamins and con- 
tacted the American Medical Associ- 
ation, which advised parents to consult 
their doctors about vitamin supplements. 
According to the AMA, children are espe- 
cially susceptible to vitamin A in- 
toxication, which is signalled by loss of 
appetite, weight loss, irritability, fissur- 
ing at the corners of the mouth and 
cracking and bleeding of the lips. 


Early symptoms of vitamin D excess 


are nausea and diarrhea. Both A and D 
are easy to accumulate to excess since 
they are not excreted from the body, and 
only limited amounts can be used. 


The Pharmaceutical Association has 


called for broader application of the 
child-proof packaging regulations, sug- 
gesting that they be applied to all pre- 
scription drugs. 


Asked if the child-proof packaging 


ought also be required for vitamins, Cain 
said that the situaton is more serious 
than packaging. He said the entire mar-, 
keting concept of candy vitamins and an- 
imal-shaped vitamins should be elimi- 
nated because of the "great potential for 
children to transfer this idea to other 
medications."

Abo soak Mi pound Northern beans 


overnight In lots of water; next day cook 
them In fresh salted water for lli hours. 
At (he same time roast the lamb (in 350 
to 37S degree oven) In a large earthen- 
ware dish along with its marinade, plus 
a little more oil, two garlic cloves, a bit 
of thyme and rosemary. 


This started, It's time to make the 


bean sauce. Fry 2 large sliced Spanish 
onions In bacon fat until they begin to 
brown. Sprinkle with I tablespoon flour, 
stirring so it doesn't stick and burn, and 
nftcr a minute or so, add a little salt, a 
small pl.m of red wine which should 
bubble up and evaporate. 


Then stir in a little of the liquid the 


beans were cooked In and a small can of 
tomato paste. Allow to thicken, then add 


cooked beans and simmer gently. After 
lamb has roasted 1 hour, pour bean 
sauce around It, distributing it evenly, 
and cover with a sprinkling of fine bread 
crumbs. Cook V4 hour more. Serve gar- 
nished with fresh parsley.

Dear Dr. Lamb - Would you comment 


on the difference between soldier's heart 
disease and effort syndrome compared to 
a n g i n a pcctorls caused by ather- 
osclerosis In terms of their symptoms 
and treatment? I have been treated for 
four years for coronary heart disease. 


•_My blood pressure is normal, cholesterol 
-normal. I don't smoke, or have diabetes 
Im not overweight, or have other cv|. 
donees of circulatory problems. I'm In- 
clined to think my doctor may be treat- 
.Ing me for the wrong thing and perhaps I 
have soldier's heart disease. 


T)ear Itrmlcr _ you must have been 


doing some reading since not very many 
people know about soldier's heart dis- 
case Angina Pcctorls, of course. Is pain 
In the chest usually caused by ather- 
osclerosis (fatty deposit* In the ar- 
teries). It It n very common disease In 
the American population and another 
manifestation of the same disorder of the 
heart that causes the common heart at- 
tack. The main difference Is that the at- 
tacks are much shorter In duration nnd 
often milder. 


Soldier's heart disease Is sometimes 


called ncuroclrculatory asthenia. Individ- 
uals with the problem have symptoms 
that simulate angina pcctorls or heart 
disease although they have nothing struc- 
turally wrong with their heart. These In- 
dividuals often have sharp pain under 
the left nipple. They become breathless 
with minimal amounts of exertion and 
some complain of skipped beats or palpi- 
tations of the heart. Falntncss while 
standing Is common It Is also called "ef- 


fort syndrome" because many of the re- 
actions resemble the feeling a person has 
after having done an unusual amount of 
effort. 


It was commonly observed in soldiers 


undergoing physical training and Sir 
Thomas Lewis, a famous British heart 
specialist, observed that it occurred in 
office workers and men with sedentary 
habits who were then put into a fairly 
vigorous physical training program. 
Most heart specialists feel that individ- 
uals who have this kind of problem are 
in poor physical condition and that the 
proper treatment Is a very gradual in- 
crease in the level of physical activity. 


SINCE A PERSON who Is taking medi- 


cine for heart disease, such as you arc, 
may have a fairly serious problem, it Is 
very important that the individual 
doesn't take It upon himself to try to dif- 


ferentiate between these two problems. 
That's what the doctor is for. If you're 
wrong and decide you merely have sym- 
ptoms caused by an inadequate level of 
physical fitness and embark on an ex- 
ercise program on your own, you can do 
yourself a great deal of harm. The doc- 
tor will make his decision by careful ex- 
amination and sometimes by the effects 
of exercise upon the electrocardiogram 
taken before, sometimes during, and af- 
ter the exercise period, in the doctor's 
office. If an individual has sufficient find- 
Ings to make a diagnosis of angina pec- 
toris or heart disease without the ex- 
ercise procedure, the doctor may not 
wish to subject the patient to this test.

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Agencies, Courts Seeking Truth About Drug Pricing

«n the beginning, there were folk re- 


medics. Then people began to look to the 
witch doctor and the alchemist for their 
medicinal needs. Soon the land was filled 
with traveling salesmen hawking Dr. 
Ayori Cherry Pectoral and other patent 
tonics. 
^ 


The establishment medicine men be- 


gan to resent these fly-by-night operators 
and to distinguish themselves, they be- 
came known as professional doctors and 
pharmacists. They formed state boards 
to defend their professional practices. 


And the medicine business prospered. 


But It came to pass that some of the 
profesMonal pharmacists enjoyed greater 
success than others by forming chain- 
store operators. 


Unsatisfied with this prosperity, the 


chain store pharmacists even began tell- 
ing the people to save money by com- 
paring prescription drug prices. The 
professional boards saw that this was 
bad for non-competitive members. So the 
boards told the people that advertising of 
prescription drug prices would endanger 
their health. 
• 
• 
• 


THIS SIMPLE allegory is a capsule re- 


port on the battle being fought in behalf 
of the consumer. The stakes arc high: 
your money or your health. 


A final report issued by a Department 


of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) 
task force In 1071 offers a good analysis 
of the problem. "The present patchwork 
of slate pharmacy laws, regulations and 
codes of ethics obviously reflects at- 
tempts to cope wllh a variety of pharma- 
cy problems on a piecemeal basis. Whe- 
ther they are aimed at the protection of 
the public health or the prevention of 
competition — fair or unfair — is not 
clear In all cases." 


Pressuring for repeal of laws restric- 


ting price disclosure In more than half 
the states, the Justice Department sec- 
onds this analysis. In Its recently Issued 
policy statcmcit on the State Restric- 
tions on Advertising of Retail Pre- 
scription Drugs, the department notes 
that a recent decision of the Pennsylva- 
nia Supreme Court invalidates the state's 
statuary restrictions on drug advertising. 


The court rejected several of the tradi- 


tional notions lucd to support the black- 
out of drug price information by profes- 
sional pharmacy boards and associ- 
ations. 


The opinion handed down in the case of 


Pennsylvania State Board of Pharmacy 
vs. Pastor offers persuasive comment on 
the reasonableness of restrictive codes of 
ethics as effected In Illinois and many 
other states. 


THE FIST argument was that adver- 
tising would encourage excessive use of 
drugs. The Pennsylvania Supreme Court, 
however, rejected a trial court finding 
that "the promotion and advertising of 
dangerous drugs and narcotics would 
certainly to a degree titillate an aberrant 
person and create an atmospbere,of easy 
availabteness." The Supreme 
Court 


stated that the highly regulated nature of 
the pharmaceutical profession on the 
state and local level together with the 
fact that a patient cannot choose-his 
drug purchase, moke it "most unlikely 
that advertising drug prices would have 
an effect on demand." 


The second argument against price ad- 


vertising was that this practice would en- 
courage "price shopping" and make it 
difficult for pharmacists to "monitor" 
the consumption of drugs. The court 
found that monitoring Is not completely 
effective and that more direct methods 
are available to protect against the pre- 
scription of antagonistic drugs. 


The third and final justification offered 


for'price disclosure restrictions was that 
price advertising could encourage phar- 
macists to purchase unusually large 
quantities of drugs to obtain the lowest 
price. It was argued that this would 
create the possibility that drugs might 
stay on the pharmacist's shelf for ex- 
tended periods of time, causing deterio- 
ration.. The court noted that the sale of 
adulterated drugs Is prohibited and could 
subject a pharmacist to criminal liability 
as well as the loss of his license. 


THE COURT opinion quoted from an 


interim HEW task force report on pre- 
scription drugs. "There is an abvlous 
need for patients to be able to determine 
readily the prices charged by the various 
pharmacists In their community. This 
appears to be particularly important in 
the case of long-term maintenance 
drugs. 


"The task force recognizes the diffi- 


culties in making such information cosily 
available," the report continued. "Never- 
theless, if the patient is to maintain the 
right to select a pharmacy, he also has a 
right to know the prices It charges and to 
compare these, with other prices." 


The Justice Department cites the 


Pennsylvania State Board of Pharmacy 
vs. Pastor decision as an example to be 
considered by other states, "... It Is the 
Department's view that the existing state 
legislation or regulations which prohibit 
or restrict price advertising of pre- 
scription drugs may well be adverse to 
the public interest," the report stated. 
"Since such restrictions appear to be un- 
necessary to protection of the public and 
result in unjustifiable expenditures by 
consumers, the department feels they 


should be eliminated." 


Citing several price comparison studies 


in which drug price differentials ranged 
up to 1200 per cent, the Justice Depart- 
ment report said, "The cost to the public 
of the lack of price competition is 
enormous. In 1969, $4 billion was spent 
for out of hospital prescription drugs." 
Higher costs art passed on to the public 
as a result of non-competitive sales, the 
department sold. 


"THE POOR AND the elderly especial- 


ly have a terrible problem in the area of 
prescription drug prices," according to 
Lynn Mills, 'executive director of the 
Consumer Federation of Illinois. "The Il- 
linois restrictions on the posting or ad- 
vertising of drug prices make it impos- 
sible In many cases to find out the drug 
price before a prescription is filled." 


"We are currently taking a survey on 


the prices charged for a list of pre- 
scription drugs," she continued. "We're 
finding that In a number of cases, the 
•pharmacists are resentful about giving 
prices. It's self-protecting and it's ridic- 
ulous that pharmacists won't furnish 
this information because they don't want 
to be compared with other pharmacies," 
she said. 


A Herald survey of 19 Northwest sub- 


urban pharmacies also indicates the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining price Information for 
prescription drugs. Only eight of the 
pharmacists volunteered price informa- 
tion on a list on 10 commonly pre- 
scribed drugs. Price differentials for the 
drugs ranged from 147 per cent to 422 
per cent for the drugs. 


The Illinois Pharmaceutical Associ- 


ation and the American Pharmaceutical 


Association contend that 
prominent 


price disclosure smacks of unprofession- 
al competition. The legal action taken 
against Osco Drug Co. as a leader in 
price posting activity in Illinois and sev- 
eral other states, is an example of this 
attitude. 


DRUG PRICE competition is only one 


consideration for a customer in' his 
choice of a pharmacy. Yet it is Impor- 
tant to many comsumers. The lack of con- 
sumer representatives on stateboards of 
pharmacy and the prohibition of price 
disclosure smacks of -an anticompetitive 
practice, the Justice Department con- 
tends. 


"Competition is our basic national pol- 


icy," the Justice Department report 
stqtes. "It has proven to be the most ef- 
fective spur to business' efficiency, in- 
novation and low prices. Prohibitions on 


drug advertising represent departures 
from this national economic policy. Such 
inconsistencies should be countenanced 
only when clearly justified in terms of 
public need. 


For the present, the Justice Depart- 


ment is leaving this judgment to individ- 
ual states. But the report wasns, 
"It is the Department's view that such 
existing legislation or cgulations which 
prohibit or restrict price advertising of 
prescription drugs may well be adverse 
to the public interest." The department 
urged that such restrictions be elimi- 
nated. 


The drugs price war, then, is being led 


' by professionals in the pharmaceutical 
and legal fields. The decisive battle will 
take place in Illinois when the people fi- 
nally decide: will drug price shopping 
endanger their health? 


'Ads Contribute To The Problem9 


FOR EVERY symptom there's at least 
one cure on the market. Unfortunate- 
ly for the consumer, some pharmac- 
ists are unwilling to disclose the price 
they charge in advance. "It's unpro- 
fessional," thase retailers say. 


Drug advertising is contributing to the 


problem of abuse, maintains the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association. 


Richard P. Penna,- executive secretary 


of the APhA Academy of General Prac- 
tice of Pharmacy, discussed the adver- 
tising issue July 17 before the National 
Commission on Marijuana and Drug 
Abuse. 


"It has been widely alleged that adver- 


tising of drugs contributes to the problem 
of drug abuse In this country," Penna 
said. "The matter has yet to be settled. 
Those who deny this allegation consider 
— as does much of the public — that 
drug abuse refers only to the use of 
agents such as marijuana, heroin and 
amphetamines ... drug abuse, as we see 
it, refers to the misuse or overuse of any 
drug, and in that regard advertising of 
drugs is, indeed, contributing to the prob- 
lem of drug abuse." 


ADVERTISING OF over-the-counter, 


or non-prescription, drugs is "out of con- 
trol and has become a major public 


' health problem," he continued. Er- 


roneous or exaggerated claims as well as 
a contribution to the drug orientation of 
our culture are major faults of this prac- 
tice, he said. 


Turning to the advertising of pre- 


scription drugs, the APhA spokesman re- 
vealed a "serious effort by some to tam- 
per with laws which at least restrict di- 
rect sales promotion of these drugs to 
the public." Physicians widely and heav- 
ily promote prescription drugs in addi- 
tion to a less obvious public promotion, 


association witnesses said. 


Penna cited restrictions on dispensing 


and advertising of legend (prescription) 
drugs by the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. He added, "Prescription drugs will 
respond to the laws of economics and ad- 
vertising in the same manner as other 
items in our system. 


"If prescription drugs are advertised, 


their sales will increase; if they are sam- 
pled, the number of prescription orders 
written for them will increase; if they 
are promoted to the public — by what- 
ever means — the demand for them and 
therefore their use (or misuse) will in- 
crease." 


MISUSE of 'drugs on the part of many 


prescribers contributes significantly to 
the American drug abuse problem, Pen- 
na said. Unnecessary financial and phys- 
ical risk as well as emphasis on the false 
notion that drugs are the answer to all 
problems result from this practice, he 
added. 


Penna and Carl Roberts, director of 


the APhA legal division, discussed the 
increasing patient demand for drugs as a 
result of media publicity. 


A trend to induce pharmacies to adver- 


tise the final cost of prescriptions they 
dispense was criticized by Penna and 
Roberts: "Thirty-five states currently 
prohibit pharmacies from engaging in 
any advertising of specific prescription 
drugs," they said. "Justification of these 
restrictions is that the primary purpose 


of advertising is to create a demand. 
APhA similarly opposes prescription 
drug advertising because it becomes a 
demand-creating situation. 


"THAT DEMAND may be in the form 


of request for a prescription drug be- 
cause it costs less than previously. It 
may take the form of a demand for 
greater quantity (more than needed for 
therapy) because of an economic saving. 
The over-all effect we feel is an added 
pressure on prescribers by patients to or- 
der more drugs. While we would like to 
think that the decision to prescribe drugs 
originates with the physician, practically 
the intent in too many instances origi- 
nates with the patient." 


Recently adopted APhA policy does in- 


clude price disclosure guidelines in defe- 
rence to consumer movement demands, 
however. "Patients have a right to know 
upon request the cost of pharmaceutical 
service including the cost of drug prod- 
ucts, prior to the providing of such 
service or drug products by the phar- 
macist," the guidelines state. But APhA 
is strongly opposed to posting or adver- 
tising of prescription drug prices as well 
as price disclosures over the telephone. 


APhA's Academy of General Practice 


of Pharmacy is compiling information on 
possible means of fee disclosure tech- 
niques. A sign posted in a pharmacy 
could invite patients to discuss the fee 
system, for example, or a letter describ- 
ing the fee system might be circulated.

The archery industry Is sophisticated 
enough to market many devices to me- 
chanically help the shooter. 


A freestyle archer may take advantage 


of sights, levels, release gadgets, stabili- 
zers, balance weights and clickers that 
indicate when the arrow has been drawn 
a certain distance. 


Belly only employs her keen eye and 


coffee nerves In guiding her arrows with 
magnetlc-llke precision to the center of 
the bllllseyM. 


AGGREGATE—Competition In three

divisions. 


Broadhead—a return to the field-like 


environment. This test calls for hunting 
arrows to bo shot from various positions 
— standing, kneeling and from behind a 
blind — over the same uneven, unpredic- 
table course. 


With victories In the field and target 


competition and a close second in the 
broadhcad, Betty was an easy winner in 
the combined standings. 


"I don't believe women havc'cver shot 


perfect rounds, but some men have dono 
It," she said. 


When you reach that type of status In a 


major amateur sport, the same Olympic 
fever that grips trackmen, wrestlers, bo- 
xen, swimmers, etc. also grips the qui- 
ver of the archer. 


For the first time since 1924, archery 


was a gold-medal sport In Munich, but 
the disappointing coverage kept the com- 
petition one of the most well-kept secrets 
of the 1972 games. 


The non-contact nature of the sport as- 


sures Its safety. "To my knowledge," 
Betty sold, "there have been no acci- 
dents In organized archery. In fact, the 
only accident I can think of came during 
a hunting season when some guy fell out 
of a tree stand and landed on his arrows. 
But that's sheer carelessness." 


The four-year veteran believes the fu- 


ture of archery rests in the hands of this 
country's youth. "If you don't get the 
young people Interested, It's going to 
die," she predicted. 


"The Chicago Park District has a 


circle of suburban facilities right around 
the city. There must be 20 or more of 
them that offer indoor shooting. There 
are also a number of field clubs in the 
area that ire helping to promote the 
sport."

Following a brief coaching assignment 


at downstatc high school, Bechtold went 
to Evanslon High. This time the chief 
influence on his fast-growing career was 
head coach Jack Burmaster. This very 
successful prep coach had 'this to say of 
his former assistant: 


"I suppose I'm going to have to start 


out with the old cliche that I'm sorry I'm 
going to have to lose Roger.

THE OPENING WEEKEND of deer 


hunting for Wisconsin bow at*l arrow 
shooters proved to be something less 
than terrific, as the stalkers were be- 
trayed by the very foliage that concealed 
them. 


With trees and bushes still heavy with 


leaves and a warm but heavy wind blow- 
Ing most of both days, archers were 
lucky to be able to hear themselves 
breathe, much less pick up the sound of 
a feeding deer. 


For the uninitiated (new guys) to bow 


and arrow deer hunting. It Is about like 
you imagined It when you were a kid. 
You put on carefully camouflaged cloth- 
ing, because unlike the regular gun sea- 
son when your chances of getting shot 
are pretty good, you do not want to be 
seen with a 45 or SO pound hunting bow 
In your hand. If your upper outer gar- 
ment and hat are properly multi-colored, 
you can slip around In the heavy under- 
brush, listening for sounds of deer and 
looking for signs. 


(I can rcmemhrr when I was a kid. my 


falhrr ami uncle uird to talk about hav- 
ing »ten deer "nlgn" on a trail they fol- 
lowed. For yean I was looking for 
browie marks anil broken twigs anil 
tracks. Finally they told me what deer 
sign wai and I stopped looking for II, 
became for all those years I had been 
trying not to Mep In It.) 


Once you're on the trail of a deer, it's 


merely a contest to see If you can get 
within bow range of him before he hears 
or smells you and takes off at a pace you 
can't follow. Within range Is something 
around 25 yards. It's stalking In its pu- 
rest, and most exciting form. 


Not many Wisconsin bow hunters wcyc 


nble to connect over the opening week- 
end, because even when they were able 
to find sign of a deer, the heavy under- 
brush revealed them to the sharp-eyed 
and sharp-cared creatures, which, being 
nobody's fool, made themselves scarce. 


But the weather, while alternately wet 


and dry was comfortable enough so that 
when an archer did score a hit, tracking 
the bleeding animal was relatively easy. 


And before you reach for the pen to 


write a letter of complaint: While It Is 
true Ihnt most arrow-shot deer- bleed to 
death, we cannot consider this bloodsport 
to be anymore "cruel" than shotgun or 
rifle hunting. It Is true that the first shot 
from a gun can deal Immediate death to 
the animal. Unfortunately that fact is 
true only when the gun Is In the hands of 
someone competent ... which Is not al- 
ways. In the hands of a klutz, a gun 
deals the same kind of lingering death as 
on arrow. 


In addition, an arrow hunter Is more 


determined, anil accustomed to tracking 
a wounded animal. The gunner generally 
doesn't know at much about tracking, he 
l<n't supposed to have to track a deer. 
Critics often charge that many wounded 
deer die a wanted death from on arrow; 
but If you prowl the woods after • gun 
hunting wanon Is over, you can see for 
yourself 
the 
huge number of gun- 


wounded deer that have been left to rot. 


And one last defense of the archers... 


I wouldn't go Into the woods of Illinois or 
Wisconsin during the gun seasons with- 
out a flock jacket and helmet and then 
only at gunpoint. Bow and arrow hunters 
never shoot each other. 
• • •

Plan Expanded To Include Southern Part Of Creek 
Salt Creek Flood Basin 
Work To Begin Immediately 


Gov. Richard Ogllvic announced yes- 


terday that work would begin immediate- 
ly on the multi-million-dollar flood con- 
trol and water management program for 
the Salt Creek basin. Ogilvlc announced 
at tho same time the program would be 
expanded to Include tho southern part of 
tho creek. 


State funds arc to be committed to the 


start of the project Immediately, accord- 
ing to Illinois administration officials. 
They aro hoping federal funds will also 
bo forthcoming for the work. 


Ogilvlo's announcement came two days 


after the Northwest suburbs were hit by 
another round of heavy rains and flood- 
Ing. 


The program, known a the Upper Salt 


Creek Watershed Agreement calls for a 
scries of dams and other water controls 
to bo built along Salt Creek. Included Is a 
dam that will form a 600-acro lake in the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove Township. 


WORK IS TO begin immediately on the 


Ned Drown retention lake, according to 


John Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 
Division of Waterways. 


Construction of the retention basin 


would flood the area now occupied by the 
Elk'Grove Mobile Home Park on Rte. 72. 
Guillou said that If federal funds are com- 
mitted to the project, the trailer park 
would be moved, as originally planned. If 
no federal funds arc available, the state 
will spend $200,000 to build a temporary 
retaining wall around the park. 


He also said that without the federal 


funds the retention basin would be small- 
er than that called for In the original Up- 
per Salt Creek plan. 


Illinois officials had no figures yester- 


day on how much money pie state is 
committing to the project. Fred Bird, the 
governor's press" secretary said It was 
hoped the federal government had funds . 
"tucked away somewhere" that could be 
used to help fund the project, however. 


The chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Steering Committee, Tom 
Hamilton, cxpcsscd surprise at Ogilvlc's 
statement: "I'm very concerned about 


what the plan is." He said he would with- 
hold further comment until he learned 
more about the governor's plan. . 


IN HIS ANNOUNCEMENT. Ogilvie 


also said the plan would be expanded. 
Details of the expansion were notUmme- 
diatcly released, although the cost of the 
expanded plan is expected to climb from 
$26.5 million to $30 million. 


Prior to Ogllvie's announcement au- 


thorities hod indicated the program 
would not start until next July at the 
earliest That was the earliest federal 
funds could be committed, they said. 


According to Hamilton federal funds 


for the project would come from the 1974 
budget of the U.S. Soil and Conservation 
Service. That budget begins next July. 


Thirteen local government agencies in- 


cluding several park districts and vil- 
lages are Involved in the project. Fund- 
ing is coming from local as well as state 
and federal sources. The agreement 
signed by local and state agencies, was 
sent to Washington, D.C. earlier this 
week for federal approval. 


Gains Made On Unit School Proposal

David Schmld, of tho Illinois School 


Consulting Service, presented the results 
of the preliminary survey requested by 
the school board on possible unit dis- 
tricting to the board at Its regular meet- 
ing.

would make unit districting an impossi- 
bility.

59 
area elementary districts are separate 
from the high school district.

214 student popu- 
lation comes from the- Dist 59 area, 
while 40 per cent of the high school dis- 
trict's assessed valuation comes from the 
Dist. 59 area. 


Schmid sold the lowering of the Dist. 


214 tax base (assessed valuation) would 
make it eligible for more state old than 
It now receives. He said a study fa great- 
er depth would be required too determine 
the net effect on Dist. 214 If its tax base 
was lowered and the state aid raised. 


Another disadvantage of a Dist 59 unit 


district would be the further splitting of 
Mount Prospect, Des Plaines and Arling- 
ton Heights along school district lines. 


Schmld said the three other possi- 


bilities for a unit district posed greater 
problems than a Dist. 59 unit district. He 
sold these included a more serious dis- 
ruption of communities, poor location of 
existing facilities within the unit district, 
possible polarization of the district along 


north-south divisions and an increased 
impact on neighboring school districts. 


BASED ON THE survey, the* board 


recommended that the consultants study, 
further the possibility of forming a unit 
district using the present Dist. 59 bound- 
arles for the proposed unit district. 
Should other boundary plans for the unit 
district come up, however, the consultant 
firm will investigate these. 


On Monday the board will meet to 


form a citizens' selection committee. 
This committee fa turn will select a citi- 
zens' committee on unit districting to 
work with and advise the consulting ser- 
vice and the board on unit districting. 


Schmld said from his experience fa 


forming unit district, a citizens' com- 
mittee of 35-40 people was needed.

According to an agreement among the

Last week the company notified the 


state attorney general's office and the 
village that because of delays In receiv- 
ing delivery of various parts the system 
could not be operating by the deadline. A 
hearing on the request for the deadline 
extension is scheduled for Friday. 


Hofert said yesterday's meeting with 


company officials was to be an opportu- 
nity for the company to explain why an 
extension was needed and for the attor- 
ney general and him to decide whether 
or not the request would be contested at 
Friday's hearing. 


"WE WERE meeting with company of- 


ficials Tuesday to see If we're satisfied 
with Chicago Magnet Wire's reasoning," 
he said. "Chicago Magnet Wire will pre- 
sent evidence they will present fa court 
Friday, and if we don't feel they are act- 
Ing in good faith, we will contest"

Chicago Magnet Wire has been required 
to submit progress reports to the village 
and the attorney general's office every 30 
days giving details on the work done to 
date.

Not Even The Weathermen Know For Sure 


Monday morning, the James Pocztek 


family woke up to find a private lake fa 
their backyard — for the third time in 
the last two weeks. 


And Tom Smith went to work fa hip* 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods fa the last 
month. 


They may be right According to the 


U.S. National Weather Service, It has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 
Only Sept. 15 and 16 were without rain. 
Tho latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 24.73 inches recorded since May 1. 
This compares with 11.13 inches recorded 
for the same period last year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third fa a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs fa the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 25, the area was hit by the worst 


rainstorm fa five years. Damage was es- 
timated In the millions of dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered impassable. 
'In the Northwest suburban.area, reports 
from three and a half inches of rain in 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five inches fa parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 
Meadows, south Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at 
.10 inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 inches; Wednesday, .52 inches 
and Thursday, .08 inches. Sides cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the rains hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


oroliglst at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone fa the form of a storm 


area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 
cool ah-, triggering a thunderstorm.) 


While the causes of the rainfall are 


easy to pinpoint, predictions about more 
rain aren't 


THE WEATHER Service four-day fore- 


cast predicts' there will be cooler, less 
humid weather beginning tomorrow. Yet 
the Service's extended outlook for the 
Midwest say "excessive precipitation" 
can be expected for the next several 
•weeks. 


Meteorologist Fulkes said "The rain 


zone could persist or keep redeveloping. 
A weather situation of this type Is char- 
acteristic of the season. But it's very 
likely to change as the season progress- 
es. As the weather gets cooler, the zone 
could tend to be pushed further south." . 


Which only proves that not even the 


weathermen are sure about |he weather.

Mrs. Johnson, proprietor of My House 


Antiques in Prospect Heights, has col- 
lected, bought, sold, appraised and lec- 
tured on countless antiques for 20 years. 


Her collection and stock takes up more 


than just the one-room shop adjacent to 
her house. Her entire garage, a storage 
room, and half her kitchen are filled with 
everything ,from 18th Century furniture 
to "Alf Landon for President" buttons. 


She claims a larger stock than any 10 
antique shops combined. 


"Collecting things has been in my 


blood every since I was a child," she 
says. "People were always saying I was 
like a pack rat because I saved every- 
thing." 


"COLLECTING ANTIQUES is like 


having a disease," said Mrs. Johnson, 
clutching a 100-year old French lamp 
with a $60 price tag on it. "Once you're 
bitten by the bug it's hard to resist buy- 
ing." 


"Anyone who tells you he is an expert 


on antiques in general is either a liar or 
a fool," she said moving closer to the 
case stocked with cut glassware from 
about 1890. "There are so many different 


phases of antiques that no one can be an 
authority on them all." 


"My particular interest is in the glass 


phase. I read a lot of books on glass 
and have done a lot of dealing in glass- 
ware also."

ton image and with a black crayon began 
to sketch another great American, Abe 
Lincoln. He concluded his portrait of Abe 
by crediting him with saying, "Every- 
thing I am, I owe to my mother."

small faces', Wood said it reminded him 
of his "happy days in school," and 
thought he'd draw, some faces of his bud- 


dies. 


It was .while he was drawing the faces 


of his friends, "dumbbell, bookworm, 
athlete and laughing boy," that the stu- 
dents began to laugh and clap. 


After 
drawing the faces of his 


"friends" as they were then, Wood took 
some different colored crayons and be- 
gan to add to the facial features to make 
them look as they do today.

Water Plagues Arlington Rd. Residents

Long-time residents of Arlington Road 


in northwest Palatine'Township are get- 
ting saturated emotionally and physically 
by standing rain water threatening their 
homes.

The large pool has;averaged 
between 2tt to 3 feet deep since a heavy 
August ram, and it gets deeper with each 
downpour. 


WHEN IT ISN'T flooded, the land Is a 


vacant field with a shallow valley sepa- 
rating the houses. The flooded portion of 


Arlington Road is just west of Ela Road . 
between Bradwell Avenue and Baldwin 
Road in an unincorporated. area of the 
township.

Salt Creek Work To Begin Immediately 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie announced yes- 


terday that work would begin immediate- 
ly on the multi-million-dollar flood con- 
trol and water management program for 
the.Salt Creek basin.

What's Causing Rainfall? 


Monday morning, the James Pocztek 


family woke up to find a private lake In 
their backyard - for the third time in 
the last two weeki. 


And Tom Smith went to work in hip 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods In the last 
month. 


They may be right According to the 


U.S. National Weather Service, It has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 
Only Sept 15 and 18 were without rain. 
The latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 24.73 Inches recorded since May 1. 
This compares with 11.13 Inches recorded 
for the same period last year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third In a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs In the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 23, the area was hit by the worst 
rainstorm In five years. Damage was es- 
timated In the millions of dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered impassable. 
In the Northwest suburban area, reports 
from three and a half Inches of rain in 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five Inches in parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 


Meadows, south Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at 
.10 inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 inches; Wednesday, .52 Inches 
and Thursday, .08 Inches. Skies cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the rains hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


orollglst at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone in the form of a storm 
area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, Is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 
cool air, triggering a thunderstorm.)

THE WEATHER Service four-day fore-

apartments. 


When Waldron asked If the volume of 


one-bedroom apartments was designed to 
attract students from Harper College, 
Howard Welnper, one of Beery's associ- 
ates, said that was part of the reason. He 
also said the developers were "trying to 
present a marketable product," adding 
that one-bedroom apartments rent faster 
than others. 
' Last week's presentation was the sec- 
ond time a public hearing was held on 
the matter. An earlier annexation peti- 
tion from Beery was disallowed because 
it contained an incomplete legal descrip- 
tion of the property and incorrect land- 
use density figures. 


The project had been opposed by resi- 


dents from the Hunting Ridge subdivi- 
sion in Palatine, whose homes the devel- 
opment would have faced. The residents 
objected to Beery's plan to build the 
hlghrlse structures, charging that such 
construction would "change the com- 
plexion of the residential area," as one 
man put it. 
They also said the development would 


increase traffic congestion on Quentln 
Road. 


The suit was filed last month by the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
and the City of Highland Park after the 
state approved an allocation of 34.8 cubic 
feet per second of lake water to DAMP 
for 1075. 


Arlington Heights Is the first village to 


allocate money for the defense of the 
suit, although the other three villages are 
also expected to contribute. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tel- 


chert said yesterday that Mount Pros- 
pect, too,, would contribute $1,500 to the 
defense fund and the Palatine Village 
Board Is expected to approve the request 
at its meeting next Monday night. 


IN APPROVING the allocation, the Ar- 


lington Heights village board recom- 
mended that Arlington Heights Village 
Atty. Jack Slegel be retained to defend 
DAMP'a Interest In the suit. 


DAMP, which has been working since 


1957 to bring water from Lake Michigan 
to the Northwest suburbs, has no other 
source of funds besides what member 
villages decide to contribute. 


MSD Is seeking to block the DAMP al- 


location because It cuts into the amount 
of water the sanitary district is allowed 
to divert from the lake for the flushing of 
sewage down the Chicago River. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 34200 CFPS for the entire state, MSD, 
takes approximately 1,100 CFPS. 


The Tree Towns water commission, 


which represents the Western suburbs of 
Elmhurst, Villa Park and Lombard, Is 
also affected by the suit Tree Towns and 
DAMP have explored the possibility of 
cooperating on a single lake water diver- 
sion project. 


Lonze Attorneys

Water Plagues Arlington Rd. Residents 


by JULIA BAUER 


Long-time residents of Arlington Road 


in northwest Palatine Township are get- 
ting saturated emotionally and physically 
by standing rain water threatening their 
homes. 


The standing water problem Isn't new, 


but It's worse now than It's ever been, 
one resident who has lived on the narrow 
road for 10 years said. 


Nearly a lake now, the water is crack- 


ing foundation walls, killing trees and 
pouring into basements of homes along 
the lane. The large pool has averaged 
between 2V4 to 3 feet deep since a heavy 
August rain, and It gets deeper with each 
downpour. 


WHEN IT ISN'T flooded, the land is a 


vacant field with a shallow valley sepa- 
rating the houses. The flooded portion of 
Arlington Road is just west of Ela Road 
between Bradwell Avenue and Baldwin 
Road In an unincorporated area of the 
township. 


Employes of the township highway de- 


partment have pondered the Arlington 
Road problem before. The township re- 
portedly can't get a hose long enough to 
pump the water out to a location far 
enough away from the small valley. And 
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pumping it into another drainage tile sys- 
tem would supposedly do no good, be- 
cause the water would just seep back 
into the field. 


Township representatives now think 


the problem may be caused by a large 
willow tree clogging up a drainage tile in 
the field. But the tree can't be removed 
until the water goes down, and the water 
hasn't receded for over three weeks. 


Residents say they have called every- 


one they can think of to get the water out 
of their yards and homes. On Tuesday, 
they called the Cook County Department 
of Highways, but the county told them 
they can't interfere with township roads. 


Officials did offer to check the countys 
drainage tiles for a possible back-up, and 
yesterday afternoon they tried easing the 
problem by pumping out a manhole on 
Ela Road. 


TOWNSHIP HIGHWAY workers could 


not be reached yesterday because they 
were out pumping Wood Street and other 
flooded areas. But for now, no immediate 
solutions to tho Arlington Road problem 
seems possible. 


Residents along the lane say they hope 


someone might think up a solution. But 
until cither the rains case or someone 
discovers an answer, the homes will re- 
main on the brink of the water's edge.

Unit districting for Elk Grove Town- 


ship School Dist 59 Inched one step 
closer to possible reality Monday night. 


David Schmld. of the Illinois School 


Consulting Service, presented the results 
of tho preliminary survey requested by 
the school board on possible unit dis- 
tricting to the board «t Its regular meet- 
Ing. 


According to the survey, which Schmld 


called "preliminary and superficial," 
there are no apparent problems which 
would mako unit districting an impossi- 
bility. 


Under a unit district plan, elementary 


and high schools in the district would bo 
combined under one governing body and 
. administration. Currently In tho Dist. 59 
area elementary districts are separate 
from tho high school district. 


BASED ON THE survey, Schmld said 


thcro were four forms the unit districts 
boundaries could take: 


—Dist. 59 forming a unit district of .It- 


self. 


-Dist. 69 and Mount Prospect Dist. 57 


combining in a unit district. 


-A unit district Including all of Elk 


Grovo Township. 


—Splitting Dist. 59 and forming a unit 


district of the portion south of the North- 
west Tollway. The consultant's report 
said a unit Dist. 59 encompassing the 
present Dist. 59 would be the best plan. 
Ifo listed several advantages of this 
plan: 


—The required administration Is now 


In existence. 


—Expected population of 17,000 stu- 


dents would mako a good-sized district. 


—All facilities needed would bo con- 


veniently located within the district. 


—Possible financial advantages in 


terms of Increased assessed valuation 
per pupil. 


—Such a district would bo within one 


high school district (Dist. 214). 


SCHMID CAUTIONED, however, that 


a unit district made up of the current 
Dist. 59 area would take a dis- 
proportionate share of the assessed valu- 
ation in High School Dist. 214. Currently 
25 per cent of the Dist. 214 student popu- 
lation comes from the Dist. 59 area, 
while 40 per cent of the high school dis- 
trict's assessed valuation comes from the 
Dist 59 area. 


Schmld said the lowering of the Dist. 


214 tax base (assessed valuation) would 
make it eligible for more state aid than 
it now receives. He said a study in great- 
er depth would be required too determine 
the net effect on Dist. 214 If its tax base 
was lowered and the state aid raised. 


Another disadvantage of a Dist. 59 unit 


district would bo the further splitting of 
Mount Prospect, DCS Plaines and Arling- 
ton Heights along school district lines. 


Schmld said the three other possi- 


bilities for a unit district posed greater 
problems than a Dist. 59 unit district. He 
said these included a more serious dis- 
ruption of communities, poor location of 
existing facilities within the unit district, 
possible polarization of the district along 
north-south divisions and an increased 
impact on neighboring school districts. 


BASED ON THE survey, tho board 


recommended that the consultants study 
further tho possibility of forming a unit 
district using tho present Dist. 59 bound- 
aries for the proposed unit district. 
Should other boundary plans for the unit 
district come up, however, the consultant 
firm will Investigate these. 


On Monday the board will meet to 


form a citizens' selection committee. 
This committee in turn will select a citi- 
zens' committee on unit districting to 
work with and advise the consulting ser- 
vice and tho board on unit districting. 


Schmld said from his experience in 


forming unit district, a citizens' com- 
mittee of 35-40 people was needed.

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Why So Much Rain? Not Even Weathermen Know For Sure 


Monday morning, the James Pocztek 


family woke up to find a private lake In 
their backyard — for the third time in 
the last two weeks. 


And Tom Smith went to work in hip 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods in the last 
month. 


They may be right. According to the 


U.S. National Weather Service, it has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 


Only Sept. IS and 16 were without rain. 
The latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 24.73 inches recorded since May 1. 
This compares with 11.13 Inches recorded 
for the same period last year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third in a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs in the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 25, the area was hit by the worst 
rainstorm in five years. Damage was es- 
timated In the millions of dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered Impassable. 
In the Northwest suburban area, reports 


from three and a half inches of rain in 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five Inches in parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 
Meadows, south Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at 
.10 Inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 inches; Wednesday, .52 inches 
and Thursday, .08 inches. Skies cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the rains hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


oroligist at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone in the form of a storm 
area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 
cool air, triggering a thunderstorm.) 


While the causes of the rainfall are 


easy to pinpoint, predictions about more 
rain aren't' 


THE WEATHER Service four-day fore- 


cast predicts there will be cooler, less 
humid weather beginning tomorrow. Yet 
the Service's extended outlook for the 
Midwest say "excessive precipitation" 
can be expected for the next several 
weeks. 


Meteorologist Fulkes said "The rain 


zone could persist or keep redeveloping. 
A weather situation of this type is char- 
acteristic of the season. But it's very 
likely to change as the season progress- 
es. As the weather gets cooler, the zone 
could tend to be pushed further south."

COAKLEY SAID the railroad has 


talked of surveying riders at both the Ar- 
. llngton Heights and Palatine depots in an 
effort to determine just how many of 
these customers might be expected to 
use the new facility. ' 


"We haven't made a definite decision 


on this because we're not sure we have 
to spend the money for it," he said. 


Promotion will also play a'big part in 


the new depot's attractiveness, particu- 
larly to new riders. 


"We know how many apartments and 


houses are going up within a three-mile 
radius of the depot and it is tre- 
mendous," Smith said. "But it's awfully 
hard to .know how many of the people 
living there are going to ride the train." 


"People at the south end of town (Ar- 


lington Heights) may well find it easier 
and faster to take the Tollway to Rte. 53 
and get off at the track rather than come • 
up Arlington Heights Road to the down- 
town depot," Kenning said. 


The Northwest Tollway and Te. S3 also 


figure In official success predictions for 
the depot. 


Schedules and fares for the new station 


still have to be worked out, railroad offi- 
cials say. The cost of using the race track 
depot will probably split the difference 
between the Palatine and Arlington 
Heights stops. 


As for scheduling, Smith says the new 


depot will definitely be on a full-service 
timetable with both rush hour and off 
hour stops. 


THE ARLINGTON Park depot will be 


the first new station to be built in the 
railroad's suburban service area in 
years, Coakley said. 


"The Palatine station was a joint ven- 


ture (between the railroad and the vil- 
lage) and it has been growing in riders 
up to around 2,100 passengers a day. And 
we think Arlington Park is going to be a 
big station too," he said.

Wood Is touring Dlst. 21 schools in Ar-

POE STUDENTS assembled in a dark- 


ened gymnasium to see a spotlight shin- 
ing on a large easel. From behind that 
stand came Wood, dressed in black with 
only a tint of red showing on his tie. 


He told the students in the kindergar- 


ten to sixth grade school that as they 
were marching into the gym he noticed 
many fundamental features about them 
— eyes, ears, noses and mouths. 


"Many great men had those same fea- 


tures," he said as he began to draw a 
figure on the large mats mounted on the 


easel. Within minutes, while telling the 
story of a young man who didn't tell a 
lie, George Washington's portrait ap- 
peared.' ' ' 


Continuing to tell the story of great 


men whose features were like the chil- 
dren's Wood erased part of the Washing- 
ton image and with a black crayon began 
to sketch another great American, Abe 
Lincoln. He concluded his portrait of Abe 
by crediting him with saying, "Every- 
thing I am, I owe to my mother." 


LOOKING OUT into the audience of. 


small faces, Wood said it reminded nun 
of his "happy days in school," and 
thought he'd draw some faces of bis bud- 


dies. 


It was while he was drawing the faces 


of his friends, "dumbbell, bookworm, 
athlete and laughing boy," that the stu- 
dents began to laugh and clap. 


After drawing the faces of his 


"friends" as they were then, Wood took 
some different colored crayons and be- 
gan to add to the facial features to make 
them look as they do today. 


It was then the artist of 40 years began

Woods Charges Blackmail 
By JEM Enterprises 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 


Woods has charged that the owners of a 
32-acro tract of land between Klrchoff 
and Central roads have raised the issue 
of low-Income housing In an effort to 
blackmail village officials into accepting 
high density multi-family zoning on the 
parcel. 


JEM Enterprises, a suburban devel- 


opment company, last week filed a $3 
million suit against Woods and numerous 
other current and former village officials 
charging they had conspired to block a 
low-income apartment development on 
the site. 


"It is particularly rcgretable that the 


property owners Involved have seen fit to 
manufacture a conspiracy where none 
existed and above all we regard as con- 
temptible and Irresponsible their effort 
to raise the completely spurious Issue of 
tow-Income housing in an attempt to 
blackmail this community and its offi- 
cials," Woods said. 


The statement came near the close of 


Monday night's village board meeting at 
which the trustees directed Village Atty. 
Jack Slegcl, also charged in the JEM 
suit, to represent a long list of defend- 
ants.

"When the plaintiff received more than

housing. The record of the county hear- 
ing reveals the projected rents ranged 
beyond $350 a month per unit. 


"AT NO TIME cither before the county 


or in the circuit court has there been any 
mention of low-Income housing," Woods 
said: 


Original multi-family zoning for the 32- 


ncre property was approved by the coun- 
ty board In,1966. Last April, however, the 
property was annexed to Arlington 
Heights. 


The suit contends the village resorted 


to "strip annexation" and the property 
owners were not informed of the annexa- 
tion until two weeks after the fact 


"The subsequent recent annexation of 


the property was In all respects in accor- 
dance with the statute," Woods said. 


"The village has consistently fought 


against unreasonable high density county 
zoning on Its borders," he said. 


"THIS CASE Is not unique, except for 


the tremendous number of units granted 
by the county In an area which had no 
water, except standing water, no sewer 
and no fire protection. The development 
sought would be highly detrimental to 
the village and particularly to nearby 
property owners if it was allowed to take 
place. 


"I believe the village acted In its own 


and in the citizens best interest and 
should continue to oppose such devel- 
opments when they are detrimental to 
the community," ho said.

Tonight, the Environ- 
mental Control Commission is expected 
to recommend that a landfill be used to 
dispose of the village's solid waste, as 
opposed to an incenerator. 


Other recommendations in the recent 


administration study include: 


—Petitioning the Illinois Department of 


Transportation for authorization to relo- 
cate Buffalo Creek. If the petition were 
granted, the administration figures and 
additional 31 acres of land could be used 
for landfill purposes. Buffalo Creek now 
flows north and south and is west of the 
current landfill. 


—Develop a comprehensive master 


plan for the landfill based on using both 
the current area and the current area 
plus land to the west of the area. 


"Unless all parties agree on the end 


result of this property there will be con- 
tinual debate as to the life of the landfill 
and to development of the area," the re- 
port says. 


—Obtain a complete soil profile on the 


proposed 0-acre purchase site. 


THOUGH THE land to the east of the 


current landfill was also studied, the ad- 
ministration says the land Is too high- 
priced and too close to homes in Buffalo 
Grove. The land would also be separated 
from the current landfill by the proposed 
extcntlon of Kennlcott Road. 


"The site is not currently available ...

property, offering as much as $25,000 per 
acre for it... based on this figure, the 
total site would cost over $3 million," the 
report said about the land to the east of 
the current landfill.

Key to the system's success, Sander 


says, is a sluice gate at the outfall of the 
Surrey Ridge West storm sewer which, 
when closed, will prevent Salt Creek 
flood water from backing up through the 
sewer and inundating the subdivision. 


"THIS ALONE will keep water out of 


the homes. With the pumps, we're hoping 
to be able to keep most of the water out 
of the streets as well," Sander said. 


The capacity of the two pumps, 30,000 


gallons per minute, is equal to the capac- 
ity of the 54-inch storm sewer and there- 
fore should be adequate to drain the 
sealed sewer, he says. 


The pump station will be located be- 


hind Amling's Nursery in Rolling Mead- 
ows on an easement given to the Village 
of Arlington Heights by the nursery. 


Sander said the station will help the 


areas in southwest Arlington Heights 
that now drain to Salt Creek. This in- 
cludes the Surrey Ridge West subdivision 
and Twelve Oaks apartment along New 
Wllke Road. 


The station will have no effect on prop- 


erty south of Algonquin Road, however, 
because these lots drain through a sepa- 
rate sewer system. 


Cost of the pump station will come 


from money raised by the village utility 
tax, with the possibility of recapturing 
some of the expense from property which 
is now undeveloped, but which will bene- 
fit from the pump station when it is built 
up. 


THIS COULD include the townhouse 


projects proposed for Surrey Ridge West 
and Twelve Oaks area but would not ex- 
tend to existing homeowners, according 
to Village Pres. John Woods. 


Woods said there are no plans for spe-

Weathermen 
Know For Sure 


Monday morning, the James Pocztek 


family woke up to find a private lake to 
their backyard - for the third time in 
the last two weeks. 


And Tom Smith went to work in hip 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods in the last 
month. 


They may be right. According to the 


U.S. National Weather Service, it has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 
Only Sept 15 and 16 were without rain. 
The latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 24.73 inches recorded since May 1. 
This compares with 11.13 inches recorded 
for the same period last year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third in a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs in the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 25, the area was hit by the worst 
rainstorm in five years. Damage was es- 
timated in the millions of dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered impassable. 
In the Northwest suburban area, reports 
from three and a half inches of rain in 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five inches in parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 
Meadows, south Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at 
.10 inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 inches; Wednesday, .52 inches 
and Thursday, .08 inches. Skies cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the rams hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


orollglst at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone in the form of a storm 
area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 
cool air, triggering a thunderstorm.) 


While the causes of the rainfall are 


easy to pinpoint, predictions about more 
rain aren't 


THE WEATHER Service four-day fore- 


cast predicts there will be cooler, less 
humid weather beginning tomorrow. Yet- 
the Service's extended outlook for the 
Midwest say "excessive precipitation" 
can be expected for the next several 
weeks. 


Meteorologist Fulkes said "The rain 


zone could persist or keep redeveloping. 
A weather situation of this type is char- 
acteristic of 'the season. But it's very 
likely to change as the season progress- 
es. As the weather gets cooler, the zone 
could tend to be pushed further south."

Robert Sherwood (2nd) and 
school teacher Burton Kosmcn. Also a 
possibility Is Aid. Spencer Chase (3rd), 
who was defeated by Behrel in the l'JG9 
mayoral election, but has shown no real 
interest in running again. 


The mayor, who was first elected part- 


time in 1957 and became the full-time, 
head of city government In 1961, will bal-

Bchrel ran in 1969 on the "good reputa- 


tion for the city while I've been mnybr." 
Since then, his major campaign goals of 
that year have been stalled. 


An alderman since 1948, Bchrel listed 


the proposed city hall as "a must in 
1970." In 1968, he "welcomed" the idea 
of'low-income public housing (a position 
he may no longer hold) and listed down- 
town redevelopment as a "primary 
goal." Running on a list of accom- 
plishments that included the end of Well- 
or Creek flooding and a water supply 
from Lake Michigan, Behrel defeated 
Chase with 7,328 of 11,425 votes cast. 


Political observers predict that the 


mayor will run again. If elected, he 
would end his fifth term in 1977 at the 
ageofVltt. 


BEIIREL'S POSSIBLE opponents pre- 


dict a campaign script that will include 
lack of city initiative in the last four 
years, the need for a professional city 
manager, part-time mayor combination 
and recent flooding, in addition to 1969 
issues. 


The mayor's age may also become an 


issue although few question his physical 


ability to continue. 


An avid golfer and energetic city lead- • 


er who often walks the back yards of 
flooded residents. Behrel showed his 
summer list of Lake Opeka golf scores to 
reporters yesterday. 


In spirits more jovial than usual, the 


'mayor claimed a 63 on the par 54 course 
last Sunday, with seven 
consecutive 


pars. His best scores this year have been 
57 or 58, he said. This year' Lake Park 
high for the mayor was 75. "My wife 
shot a 76," he said. "She never beats 
me." 


Behrel's family could swing the deli- 


cate balance that determines his political 
future. His daughter and son-in-law live, 
with five children, in Des Plaines. His 
son lives in Tucson, Ariz. 


The mayor and his wife leave Oct. 1 to 


visit their Arizona relatives, including a 
two-year-bid grandson. Mrs. Behrel re- 
portedly favors travel and retirement in 
the West "where it doesn't flood." 


The mayor and his second wife, Edith, 


were married in 1965. Behrel said yester- 
day they have visited Honolulu, site of 
their honeymoon, four times in seven 
years.

One 
strong candidate is seen as a possible 
winner over the mayor, but two opposi- 
tion candidates could split the anti-ad- 
ministration vote and lead Bchrel to a 
fifth term. 


As recent tensions between the mayor 


and the 16 aldermen have Increased, 
Bonaguidi has become closest to an an- 
nounced candidate. 


"You have to say I'm a possible candi- 


date," he told the Herald. "I haven't 
made a decision that I will or will not 
run." 


As council finance committee chair- 


man, Bonaguidi has supported Behrel's 
administrations and did endorse the 
mayor for reelection in 1969. The owner

venue," DiLconardi said. 


"I've never made a secret of it," Dela- 


ncy said when told of the city's intention. 
"In cases of this type, that's the first 


thing I tell them. I served as a trustee 
from 1955 to 1958." 


MSD has akscd for dismissal of the 


suit, which is attempting to force district 
adherence to city zoning codes, some- 
thing the Illinois Supreme Court in 1971 
said the district doesn't have to do. After 
five years in the courts, the suit was de- 
cided when the high court ruled that 
MSD was not bound by city zoning ordi- 
nances which would prohibit consturction 
of the plant. 


DCS Plaincs recently filed the new suit, 


claiming that 1970 home rule provisions 
of the state constitution force MSD to 
obey the zoning. 


"SOME OK OUR sanitary flooding 


problem Is indirectly related to surcharg- 
ing of MSD sanitary sewers," the mayor 
.said. "The alderman in the Oth Ward,

and south ends." Objections to the plant 
stem from residents near the location in 
the south part of the 8th Ward.

School Budget Is $21.3 Million 


The Maine Township High School 


board of education added $318,354 to the 
school building budget before approving 
the total budget for the 1972-73 academic 
year Monday night. 


This year's budget, totalling $21.3 mil- 


lion. Is $670.465 less than last year. The 
board of education had planned on a cut- 
back of about $986,000. but later decided 
to allow more money for school buildings 
to pay for an increase In custodial ser- 
vices due to night school classes held In 
the four Maine High Schools and for im- 
provements to be made on the campus of 
Maine North High School, the newest of 
the four schools. 


Charles Frances, representative from 


the Maine Township Teacher's Associ- 
ation, told the board at Its meeting Mon- 


day that he felt the teachers were bear- 
ing too much of the cutbacks ic spending 
and added that the budget for next year 
was not "realistic." 


IN AN EFFORT to cut back on spend- 


ing to hold the line on the district's $3.8 
million budget deficit, the board of edu- 
cation announced last spring that more 
than 40 teaching positions would be elim- 
inated'this year and 27 teachers would 
lose their Jobs. Since then all 27 teachers 
have found work elsewhere or have filled 
unexpected vacancies In the* district's 
teaching staff. 


On June 7 teachers accepted a 2.25 per 


cent increase in salaries and later con- 
demned the procedures used in negotia- 
tions when the teachers' proposal to seek 
an outside mediator was rejected by 


board members. 


Board member Roy Makela, chairman 


of the building committee, said the in- 
creases in the building fund "will provide 
some breathing room." Harold Mark- 
worth, DIst. 207 business manager, said 
increases in the building fund are pos- 
sible without increasing the deficit be- 
cause about $316,000 more in tax money 
had been received than expected. 


When the tentative budget was put on 


public display last month, DIst. 207 Supt. 
Richard Short warned that "marked 
deterioration" would occur in school pro- 
grams if the district continued to operate 
with an austerity budget. 


ALTHOUGH THE adopted budget rep- 


resents a decrease of about three per 
cent from last year, enrollment in the 


Continuing Education Cuts Tuition 
Adult Class Fees Lowered 


Residents of Maine and Mies town- 


ships will pay less for adult education 
classes offered by the Maine, Oakton and 
Nllcs Adult and Continuing Education 
Program for the first time this fail. 


According to program director. Alex- 


andcr Kruzel. tuition for the estimated 
4-H) courses scheduled this fall, will bo 
reduced for In-dislrlcl students and In- 
creased for out-of-district students. This 
Is being done because many classes arc 
partially reimbursed by the state under 
the Illinois Junior College law for each 
in-district student enrolled in the class, 
he said. 


The state reimburses Oakton Commu- 


nity College for some courses In the adult 
education program and the savings is 
passed on to tho In-dlstrlct student 
through lower tuition fees. Students liv- 
Inlng out of the college district, com- 
posed of Maine and Nllcs townships, may 
be reimbursed for the difference in price 
by hi* local high school district accord- 
ing to the junior college law.

(NEC) governing board. 


The program will provide one class at 


Kensington School In Arlington Heights 
for .1 nnd 4-year-olds with severe learning 
problems, according to NEC executive 
director Gloria Klnncy. 


Children may be sent to the program 


from nny of the eight elementary dis- 
tricts in Wheeling. Palatine, Schaumburg 
and Klk Grove townships who arc mem- 
bers of the Northwest Suburban Special 
Education Organization (NSSEO). 


Last year the Illinois Legislature 


passed n law requiring public schools to 
provide education for all handicapped 
children beginning at age 3. In the past, 
programs for physically handicapped, 
deaf, blind and severely mentally re- 


tarded children have had special educa- 
tion programs beginning at 3, but those 
with learning problems not related to re- 
tardation have not. 


AIRS. KINNEY said 16 children will be 


accommodated In the Kensington School 
class. A second class may be started at 
midyear if enrollment Increases, she 
said. 


Local grade school districts will screen 


children for possible placement in the 
program, she said. Medical doctors arc 
expected to refer children to the schools 
for testing. 


During the year, the staff of the pro- 


gram will develop additional guidelines 
to bo used in future years, Mrs. Kinney 
said.

"It would be well for the taxpayers to 


realize that maintaining these program 
limitations over an extended period of 
time, and introduction of further auster- 
ity measures, will lead to a marked dete- 
rioration in our instructional program," 
said Short. 


The tax rates for education spending, 


$1.63 per $100 assessed valuation, and for 
building, 30 cents per $100, will remain 
the same as last year and both are the 
maximum tax rate allowed.without a ref- 
erendum. 


Education spending, which accounts 


for about 73.06 per cent of the total budg- 
et, was decreased by about 2.25 per cent 
from $16 million to $15.5 million. The 
$400,000 decrease represents a cut in to- 
tal instruction costs and administrative 
costs. The building budget was increased 
by about $116,010 from last year. 


OPERATIONAL costs were increased 


due to a rise in telephone and electricity 
rates, said Markworth. He said that 
$104,000 had been budgeted for telephone 
expenditures last year but the actual ex- 
penditure was $124,000. 


Employe medical insurance is the rea- 


son for the 11 per cent increase In fixed 
charges, said Short. Premium rates for 
the Blue Cross-Blue Shield insurance 
were raised this year due to an increase 
in claims by district employes, said 
Short. 


Estimated property tax revenue for 


next year is $8.5 million. The assessed 
value of Dist. 207 has increased from 
$694 million last year to $736 million this 
year, resulting in an increase in antici- 
pated tax revenue of $650,000. The in- 
crease in assessed valuation Is due to an 
increase in the amount of taxable proper- 
ty in the district, said Markworth. 


General state aid for education spend- 


ing has increased from $1.7 million last 
year due to an alteration in the state 
aid formula by the state legislature and 
an increase in enrollment at Maine High 
School, said Markworth.

Unit districting for Elk Grovo Town- 


ship School Dlsl. 59 Inched one step 
closer to possible reality Monday night. 


David Schmld, of the Illinois School 


Consulting Service, presented the results 
of the preliminary survey requested by 
the school board on possible unit dis- 
tricting to the board at Its regular meet- 
ing. 


According to (ho survey, which Schmld 


called "preliminary and superficial," 
there are no apparent problems which 
would make unit districting an Impossi- 
bility. 


Under a unit district plan, elementary 


and high schools In the district would be 
combined under one governing body and 
administration. Currently In the Dist. SO 
area elementary districts are separate 
from the high school district. 


BASED ON T1IE survey, Schmld said 


thcro were four forms the unit districts 
boundaries could take: 


—Dist. 59 forming a unit district of It- 


self. 


—Dist. 59 and Mount Prospect Dist. 57 


combining In a unit district. 


-A unit district Including all of Elk 


Grovo Township. 


—Splitting Dist. 59 and forming a unit 


dlitrict of the portion south of the North- 
west Tollway. The consultant's report 
said a unit Dist. 59 encompassing the 
present Dist. 59 would be the best plan. 
He listed several advantages of this 
plan: 


High Number Attend 
Hospital Schools 


A record number of students arc en- 


rolled In educational programs ut Lu- 
theran General Hospital In Park Ridge. 
More than 230 students are attending the 
varloiu schools, residencies and other 
educational programs, hospital officials 
said. 
The school of nursing has the highest en- 
rollment In history with 135 students. 
Eight students are enrolled In the school 
of medical technology. 


Twenty-four students are enrolled In 


the radlologlc technology course being of- 
fered in cooperation with Oakton Com- 
munity College.

high school district (Dist. 214). 


SCIIMID CAUTIONED, however, that 


a unit district made up of the current 
D i s t . 59 area would take a dis- 
proportionate share of the assessed valu- 
ation in High School Dist. 214. Currently 
25 per cent of the Dist. 214 student popu- 
lation comes from the Dist. 59 area, 
while 40 per cent of the high school dis- 
trict's assessed valuation comes from the 
Dist. 59 area. 


Schmld said the lowering of the Dist. 


214 tax base (assessed valuation) would 
make It eligible for more state aid than 
It now receives. Ho said a study In great- 
er depth would bo required too determine 
the net effect on Dist. 214 if Its tax base 
was lowered and the state aid raised. 


Another disadvantage of a Dist. 59 unit 


district would be the further splitting of 
Mount Prospect, DCS Plaines and Arling- 
ton Heights along school district lines. 


Schmld said the three other possi- 


bilities for a unit district posed greater 
problems than a Dist. 59 unit district. He 
said these included a more serious dis- 
ruption of communities, poor location of 
existing facilities within the unit district, 
possible polarization of the district along 
north-south divisions and an increased 
Impact on neighboring school districts. 


RASED ON THE survey, tho board 


recommended that the consultants study 
further the possibility of forming a unit 
district using the present Dist. 59 bound-

A new plateau, characterized by stabil- 


ity and practicality, has been reached In 
menswear. 


This Is not to Imply that the male has 


lost his flair and whim for fashionable 
dress. What it docs mean Is that changes 
•re • bit more discreet and the wild 
avant-garde styles that set off the male 
fashion revolution several seasons back 
have calmed down. 


Classic and sophistication are terms 


that both men and women have applied 
to their wardrobes for this fall and win- 
ter. 


The widcr-lapcl look Is today's domi- 


nant fashion theme for men. And it Is 
really nothing new. This concept, how- 
ever, Is being Interpreted with minute 
style changes that are meant to strictly 
update the look and not outdate It. None 
of the changes made this year Is so over- 
powering that a man's current wardrobe 
will bo completely wiped out and 
stamped obsolete. Dash and color are 
evident, but not outlandish. 


AND EVEN MORE important, "the 


one look and only one look" concentra- 
tion of the past is over. There are no 
strict rules for men to follow. Today's 
man has a variety of clothing trends 
from which to choose depending upon his 
physique, lifestyle and naturally, his wal- 
let. 


General buying patterns do show, how- 


ever, that casual and sporty dress Is be- 
coming much more prevalent. 


Reflecting this casual mood is the 


country look that includes sport coats 
and pants in lots of patterns, lots of tex- 
ture and in some cases, even lots of col- 
or. 


Plaids are big fashion news in subtle to 


wild patterns (still tasteful) with authen- 
tic tartans receiving the most votes. 


SPECIAL TRIMS like suede patches at 


the elbow or gun patches at the shoulder 
highlight many of the country sport 
coats. 


Flairs will continue to be the most pop- 


ular model in the "bottoms" category, 
but there will be ample straight-leg 
choices too. Knits, corduroys and 
brushed fabrics in plaids, checks, tex- 
tured weaves, argyles and houndstooth 
make up the potpourri of fabric choices. 


Also Included within the casual dress 


circle Is the layered look which has be- 
come just as relevant a trend for men as 
women. Fashion for autumn Is being in- 
troduced in tiers. 


Shirts will be topped with sweaters ... 


turtlcnecks, V-necks, sleeveless, crew 
necks, capped sleeve style, and vests ... 
which in turn will be covered with Jack- 
ets. You'll also see sweaters being in- 
creasingly worn this season with busi- 
ness suits. 


MOST MANUFACTURERS have more 


or less standardized the cut of jackets 
after a few faddish seasons that saw ev- 
erything from the Nehru jacket to the 
Edwardian look. 


In suits and sport coats, the two-button, 


closure predominates while a new trend 
to watch is the return of the three-button, 
fashionably updated with generous peak 
or notch lapels and broader pocket flaps. 
Cuts are broad-shouldered and tapered 
at the waist. 


There is little to be seen of the double- 


breasted models except in outerwear 
where the double-breasted polo coat is 
receiving quite a bit of interest. 


The wide-lapel look dominates the 


single-breasted dress toppers. Woven 
wools in plaids, stripes, checks and solids 
are being chosen most often for topcoats. 


Shirts for fall are once again relying 


heavily on white but there is nothing 
plain or mundane about the new styles. 
White becomes the background for 
sprltely patterns but even more impres- 
sive are the white-on-white satin stripes 
and lattice weaves.

and geometries are by far the newest 
and most popular treatments with tex- 
tured tone-on-tone checks and plaids also 
holding their own. 


There will be collar variety, too, in 


shirts as the button-down, a perfect look 
for country style dressing, comes back to 
compete with the long tapered collars. 


This fall and winter the male shopper 


will not have to worry about appearing 
too faddish or too conservative in his 
fashion choices. If he sticks with clean, 
well-tailored lines, and adds a plaid or 
two, he'll have it made not only this sea- 
son but for several more to come.

around the big cities. But at least some 
highway crews have eliminated many of 
those black and white striped barrels you 
used to have to slalom through.

Southern hospitality is still as adver- 


tised. We especially treasure the memo- 
ry of the Virginia Park Service employe 
who welcomed us to his park with sev- 
eral pounds of home-grown tomatoes 
when we checked in around 11:30 p.m.

Party" on Virginia's Northern Neck. You 
don't read the headlines; you eat on 'em: 
crabs, steamed to a spicy perfection. 
Then, after you've cracked every claw 
and dug out every morsel, you bundle up 
the whole mess to throw away. 


FOOD IN FLORIDA is fine, too, from 


the free orange juice at hospitality cen- 
ters to the 75-cent Submarine Sandwiches 
"that fuel much of the budget crowd at 
Disney World. (The subs •are even better 
heated, as In the snack bar at the Con- 
temporary Resort Hotel) But the nicest 
thing about food In Florida is that there's 
no state sales tax on it. Just think what 


that could do for your grocery budgetl 


Whatever happened to free maps at 


service stations? So many places are 
"fresh out." And too many restaurants 
no longer put free book matches on the 
table. For that matter, we never did find 
this year's Holiday Inn directory. 
(Maybe they're building inns faster than 
the- printing presses can roll I) 


Bumper stickers are still free, and help 


brighten a trip. I liked "Parents, Are 
Relative" and "Gurus Have Sects Ap- 
peal." But my favorite, seen In Georgia, 
had "Jesus Christ" in that flowing, dis- 
tinctive Coca-Cola script. Underneath 
came the kicker: "He's The Real 
Thing." 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES cost nothing, 


either. It was fun to buy a body suit in 
"The Body Shop" of a Richmond, Va., de- 
partment store. And my family could 
hardly keep me from bringing home an 
"Organic Mouse Trap."

Vitamin Poisoning Rivals 
Aspirin As Peril To Kids

Vitamin poisoning in children has in- 


creased by nearly 150 per cent in the 
past two years, according to the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical 
Association 
(IPA), 


which has issued a warning to parents to 
guard against this growing health threat. 


Since the advent of children's vita- 


mins, marketed with candy coatings and 
hi the shapes of popular cartoon charac- 
ters, vitamin overdoses resulting in toxic 
effects are rivaling aspirin poisoning as 
the No. 1 health threat to children, the 
organization reported. 


"A child tends to view them (candy- 


coated and cartoon shaped vitamins) as 
toys or candy rather than as medica- 
tion," Roger Cain, IPA executive direc- 
tor, said. 


"Children should never be told that 


vitamins are like candy," he said. "They 
should be taught that vitamins, like any. 
other medication, are dangerous unless 
used properly. And, above all, vitamins 
should always be kept out of the reach of 
children." 


The Food and Drug Administration 


just passed regulations requiring all pre- 
scription medication containing aspirin 
or stimulants to be packaged in "child- 
proof" containers. But vitamins, which 
are not subject to this requirement, are 
often sold in bottles with lift-out tops or 
caps that simply twist off. 


"To play it completely safe, Pd advise 


parents to purchase only conventional 
children's vitamjns, to instruct their chil- 


dren on the hazards of taking too many 
vitamins, to allow the child to take their 
daily vitamins only under, adult super- 
vision and to store the vitamins in a 
place that is totally inaccessible to chil- 
dren," Cain said. 


Earlier this summer The Herald re- 


ported growing concern over the poten- 
tial hazards of candy vitamins and con- 
tacted the American Medical Associ- 
ation, which advised parents to consult 
their doctors about vitamin supplements. 
According to the AMA, children are espe- 
cially susceptible to vitamin A in- 
toxication, which is signalled by loss of 
appetite, weight loss, irritability, flssur- 
uig at the corners of the mouth and 
cracking and bleeding of the lips. 


Early symptoms of vitamin D excess 


are nausea and diarrhea. Both A and D 
are easy to accumulate to excess 'since 
they are not excreted from the body, and 
only limited amounts can be used. 


The Pharmaceutical Association has 


called for broader application- of the 
child-proof packaging regulations, sug- 
gesting that they be applied to all pre- 
scription drugs. 


Asked if the child-proof packaging 


ought also be required for vitamins, Cain 
said that the situation is more serious 
than packaging. He said the entire mar- 
keting concept of candy vitamins and an- 
imal-shaped vitamins should be elimi- 
nated because of,the "great potential for 
children to transfer this idea to other 
medications."

Adele Vincent serves such an unusual 


dinner dish the Impulse to ask for the 
recipe Is almost immediate. It's a bit 
complicated, but for those who like lamb 
and beans, worth the extra trouble. The 
night before rub a small leg or shoulder 
roast of lamb with salt, pour over It a 
little lemon juice and olive oil marinade 
and leave until next day. 


Also soak H pound Northern beans 


overnight In lots of water; next day cook 
them In fresh salted water for Itt hours. 
At the same time roast the lamb (In 350 
to 37S degree oven) In a large earthen- 
ware dish along with Its marinade, plus 
a little more oil, twii garlic cloves, a bit 
of thyme and rosemary. 


This started, It's time to make the 


bean sauce. Fry 2 large sliced Spanish 
onions in bacon fat until they begin to 
brown. Sprinkle with 1 tablespoon flour, 
stirring so It doesn't stick and bum, and 
after a minute or so, add a little salt, a 
small glass of red wine which should 
bubble up and evaporate. 


Then stir In a little of the liquid the 


beans were cooked hi and a small can of 
tomato paste. Allow to thicken, then add 


cooked beans and simmer gently. After 
lamb has roasted 1 hour, pour bean 
sauce around It, distributing it evenly, 
and cover with a sprinkling of fine bread 
crumbs. Cook tt hour more. Serve gar- 
nished with fresh parsley.

THE OPENING WEEKEND of deer 


hunting for Wisconsin bow and arrow 
shooters proved to be something less 
than terrific, as the stalkers were be- 
trayed by the very foliage that concealed 
them. 


With trees and bushes still heavy with 


leaves and a warm but heavy wind blow- 
Ing most of both days, archers were 
lucky to be able to hear themselves 
breathe, much less pick up the sound of 
a feeding deer. 


For the uninitiated (new guys) to bow 


and arrow deer hunting, it is about like 
you Imagined It when you were a kid. 
You put on carefully camouflaged cloth- 
Ing, because unlike the regular gun sea- 
son when your chances of getting shot 
are pretty good, you do not want to be 
seen with a 43 or 50 pound hunting bow 
In your hand. If your upper outer gar- 
ment and hat arc properly multi-colored, 
you can slip around In the heavy under- 
brush, listening for sounds of deer and 
looking for signs. 


(I can remember when I wo% a kid, my 


father and uncle nurd to talk about hav- 
ing wen deer "sign" on a trail they fol- 
lowed. For years I was looking for 
browse mark* and brokrn twigs and 
tracks. Finally they told me what deer 
*lgn wax and I stopped looking (or II, 
became for all lho«e years I hod been 
trying not to Map In It.) 


Once you're on the trail of a deer, It's 


merely a contest to sec If you con get 
within bow range of him before he hears 
or smells you and takes off at a pace you 
can't follow. Within range is something 
around 25 yards. It's stalking In Its pu- 
rest, and most exciting form. 


Not many Wisconsin bow hunters were 


able to connect over the opening week- 
end, because even when they were able 
to find sign of a deer, the heavy under- 
brush revealed them to the sharp-eyed 
and sharp-cared creatures, which, being 
nobody'* fool, made themselves scarce. 


But the weather, while alternately wet 


and dry was comfortable enough so that 
when on archer did score a hit, tracking 
the bleeding animal was relatively easy. 


And before you reach for the pen to 


write a letter of complaint: While It is 
true that most arrow-shot deer bleed to 
death, we cannot consider this bloodsport 
to be anymore "cruel" than shotgun or 
rifle hunting. It Is true that the first shot 
from a gun con deal Immediate death to 
the animal. Unfortunately that fact Is 
true only when the gun Is In the hands of 
someone competent ... which Is not al- 
ways. In the hands of a klutz, a gun 
deals the same kind of lingering death as 
an arrow. 


In addition, an arrow hunter Is more 


determined, and accustomed to tracking 
• wounded animal. The gunner generally 
doesn't know ai much about tracking, he 
Isn't supposed to have to track a deer. 
Critics often charge that many wounded 
deer die • wasted death from an arrow; 
but If you prowl the woods after a gun 
hunting season Is over, you can see for 
yourself the huge number of gun- 
wounded deer that have been left to rot. 


And one lost defense of the archers... 


I wouldn't go Into the woods of Illinois or 
Wisconsin during the gun seasons with- 
out a flack jacket and helmet and then 
only at gunpoint. Bow and arrow hunters 
never shoot each other. 
• • •

The Intricacies Of The Zone Defense 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


OAKLAND, CaliT-(NEA)-So much 


has been written about the zone defense 
and its insidious influence on the enter- 
tainment values of professional football 
that it's time to delineate exactly what 
they're talking about. 


For this, a quick seminar with Bobby 


Boyd, who handles the defensive secon- 
dary of the Baltimore Colts, deciphers 
the mysteries of the zone. Bobby has 
been its most sophisticated practitioner. 
It saved him as a player because bald 
Bobby never could move his nobby legs 
faster than 4.9 seconds for the 40. And as 
a coach he has promoted the Colts as the 
outstanding exponent of zone defense. 


In fact, Baltimore's success has stimu- 


lated almost every team in the NFL to 
convert to some type of zone defense. 
They clamped down on scoring so much 


that at the league meeting In Hawaii last 
spring, a rules change was effected, 
moving In the hash marks three yards 
from each side of the field. 


The theory was that the sideline could 


no longer be used as an ally In netting up 
zones of pass protection sine the ball 
always would be put In play from vir- 
tuall the middle of the field. 


"Actually," says Bobby, "It didn't hurt 


us at all. The change helped us. The 
strong side linebacker doesn't have as 
for to go to get to his zone." 


Now without going into the hier- 


oglyphics of X's and O's on the cov- 
erages of the SLB (strong side line- 
backer) and his cohorts, let's just take 
Bobby's word for it. 


You can also take his word for the 


complexities of modern defense. 


"When I first came into pro ball In 


1960," says Bobby, "only two variations 
of the zone defense were being used. One 
is what we call the strong side roll, the 
most popular and basic. The other is a 
weak side zone, used against a guy like 
Bob Hayes (of the Cowboys) who's al- 
ways lined up on thewea k side." 


In those defenses, four zones of cov- 


erage are delegated to the linebackers 
and a corner back in t e short area be- 
hind the line of scrimmage; three deep 
zones are covered by the rest of the sec- 
ondary. 


Today, the Colts have expanded the re- 


pertoire to Include a Safety-X, a Double 
Zone, a Double Rip, etc.—intricate dis- 
placements of the secondary defenders to 
confuse a quarterback trying to figure 
out the best place to throw the ball. 


"It's a guessing game," says Bobby. 


"You just can't draw up a pass pattern 
good against all defenses. 


"Everybody's going to the zone be- 


cause in pro football today you're seeing 
so many great outside receivers, and 
quarterbacks who can get the ball to 
them. There's no way you can cover 
them all the time man-for-man. Even 
Dallas is going to the zone. We charted 


weakside safety blitz and dumping the 
ball quickly to outside receiver George 
Sauer. 


Thus the blitz has declined as a defen- 


sive weapon and the zone has prospered. 
It has also dimmed some of the ex- 
citement because it virtually shuts off 
the threat of long touchdown passes. 


"Your secondary is taught," points out

"The 
other thing that forced us into 


zone was the Increased use of backs as 
pass receivers. You get five guys out for 
passes on every play. If the Pluggcrs 
(outside linebackers) are not blitzing, the 
backs are, boom, out on pass routes." 


Obviously, on a blitz — in which either 


the linebackers or the safeties take a di- 
rect bead on the quarterback at the snap 
of the ball — there is no zone coverage 
because of missing parts. A team like 
the Colts will use it to pressure young, 
inexperienced quarterbacks. Against fel- 
lows like Joe Namath or Sonny Jurgen- 
sen, they'll be mighty wary about ex- 
posing their secondary by blitzing. Nam- 
ath burned the Colts several times in the 
1968 Super Bowl by catching them in a 


"Defensive backs got to be smart. 


Look at how many former quarterbacks 
we've got In our secondary. Rex Kern 
was a quarterback at Ohio State. Jerry 
Logan, who calls our defensive signals, 
was a quarterback. So was Rick Volk at 
Michigan." 


And Bobby Boyd, too, was once a quar- 


terback in his schoolboy days at Okla- 
homa. He's also smart enough to recog- 
nize that one factor in football never 
changes, no matter what the current fad. 


"You can't play zone," he says, "unles 


you have four big linemen up front to 
pressure the passer. We've had them. 
And so has Minnesota." 


From the prone position, no passer can 


read a defense.

Bruce Breda stood deep in his own ter- 
ritory with a good stiff wind at his back 
and a raft of Elk Grove linemen charg- 
ing toward him and lofted a boot dbwn- 
ficld that bounced all the way into the 
Grenadier cndzonc. 


The line of scrimmage at the time was 


the Saxon 21 so the record went Into the 
book as a 79-yard punt. Aided by that 
hefty breeze and those nice bounces, the 
ball actually traveled just about 100 
yards.

farnu In Wisconsin, Bonaguldl maintains 
that bis candidacy hinges on "personal 
responiiblllUes," not Bchrel's reelection 
decision. 


Key factor In Bonaguidi's decision may 


be ward ^districting. Monday's pro- 
posed remap shifted incumbent Aid. Rob- 
ert Hlnde (4th) into Bonaguidi's 7th 
Ward, prompting a possible election 
battle in April. Faced with experienced 
opposition and the fact that he was elect- 
ed In his own ward by only 27 votes In 
prompting a possible election battle in 
1989, Bonaguidi may choose an all or 
nothing run for the city's top seat. 


BONAGUIOI'S CANDIDACY could cut 


Into the mayor's traditional Republican 
support In the nominally non-partisan 
election. A current GOP precinct captain, 
Bonaguldl said, "If I run, I would assume 
I win get support of many precinct com- 
mltteemen." 


Non-politician Kosmcn was the first 


name this year to pop up as a potential 
mayoral candidate. Kosmcn has received 
recent publicity for his flowing feud with 
the city and owners of a Citgo Oil station 
near his home at 709 River Rd. Kosmcn 
has claimed that the gas station, at Riv- 
er Road and Milt Street, is leaking gaso- 
line Into his basement. 


Koamen, 46, recently formed the Citi- 


z e n s 
Action Committee (CAC) to 


"safeguard and watch carefully the pub- 


lie's tax dollar in Des Plalnes." Observ- 
ers see CAC as a springboard for his pos- 
sible campaign. 


Kosm'en, a Chicago teacher, has been 


an outspoken critic of the proposed River 
Road overpass at Miner Street and the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks. 
His group circulated peitlons that drew 
about 1,500 signatures asking the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District to deny 
city use of proposed land for the over- 
pass and a Dempster-Thacker bridge 
connection. 


Sherwood refused to comment this 


week on his mayoral intentions. But, his 
candidacy also could be prompted by the 
remap. The proposal would shift Sher- 
wood from the 2nd to the 1st Ward where 
he would face incumbant Aid. Thomas 
Koplos for 1973 reelection. 


SHERWOOD, A LEADER in the battle 


against low-Income housing here, was de- 
feated last spring in a primary battle for 
the republican nomination in the 5th 
State House District The primary pushed 
Sherwood's name' before most votes 
through the campaign was unsuccessful. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, who has 


built an Impressive record as a reformer 
of city government operation in her two 
terms, apparently has decided to run for 
reelection. Though she drew almost as 
many uncontested votes In 1969 as Chase 
and Behrel combined and, according to 
one observer could "knock Behrel out of 
the box" in a head to head mayoral con- 


test, Mrs. Rohrbach prefers to remain 
outside the limelight 


A still undertermined role in the April 


election may be taken by the Voters In- 
dependent Party (VIP) that supported 
Chase in 1969. VIP quietly disappeared 
after the 1969 election when its entire 
party slate was defeated. 


In 1971, the party was rejuvenated 


when Chase was elected alderman with 
its support. Since Chase's election, it has 
again dwindled to "a core of five of six 
people," who are preparing for April, 
Chase said. 


Both VIP chairman James Baker and 


Chase claim the party "learned" from 
previous elections. 


"WE SCATTERED out Shot in 1969 and 


lost. We concentrated and won in the last 
election," Chase said. 


Baker hinted that the party will push 


candidates in "two or three wards" in- 
cluding the 7th. "Some people on the 
council are valuable assets," Baker said. 
"Others, we feel, leave some area for 
improvement and we may run " 


The party has not set policy on the 


maypral race and apparently has no can- 
didate. 


"We'll look around and see if anyone is 


qualified," Baker said. 


VIP has called for a city manager gov- 


ernment since formation In 1968. "It's a 
good way to go, an excellent idea," 
Chase said. 


The reform concept has been spurred 


by Behrel's eventual retirement. "Herb 
Behrel, because of his background, expe- 
rience and time in office is an ex- 
ceptional mayor," Aid. Alan Abrams 
(8th) said. "The city of Des Plaines with- 
out him needs experienced leadership." 


Abrams' populous 8th Ward, part of 


Elk Grove Township, is crucial in any 
city-wide election. Though he was Beh- 
r e l ' s endorsement IB months ago, 
Abrams and the mayor have recently 
parted, leading to verbal exchanges dur- 
ing council meetings. 


Abrams recently responded to flooding 


of 8th Ward residents by pushing for 
more city effort to solve water damage. 


"If any official ran in the next few 


days, they would be in trouble,"he said. 
"People look to the city as the fault of 
flooding. Emotions are quite high right 
now." 


Behrel yesterday indicated a willingness 


to blame city government's inactivity on 
the council. 


"The last four or five days bring up 


prominently that decisions are going to 
have to be made by the city council," he 
said. 


Few aldermen will argue that anyone 


knows more about Des Plaines govern- 
ment than Behrel. In the battle for power 
between the mayor and council, the win- 
ner's name probably will be engraved on 
corner stones of the new city hall, the 
downtown overpass and the senior citi- 
zens housing project. 


BYE, BYE Des Flames? City hall ob- 
servers don't think so. Mayor Behrel 
has a lot of things to get done befora 
his last hurrah.

Not Even Weathermen Know For Sure About Rain 


Monday morning, the James Pocztck 


family woke up to find a private lake In 
their backyard — for the third time in 
the last two weeks. 


And Tom Smith went to work In hip 


boots for the fifth time this year. 


They were among the thousands of 


Northwest suburbanites who are sure 
they have put up with more than their 
share of rain and floods In the last 
month. 


They may be right According to the 


U.S. National Weather Service, it has 
rained seven out of the last nine days. 
Only Se"pt IS and 16 were without rain. 
The latest storm brought the total rain- 
fall to 34.73 Inches recorded since May 1. 


This compares with 11.13 inches recorded 
for the same period lost year. 


SUNDAY'S RAIN WAS the third in a 


cycle of storms that have hit the North- 
west suburbs in the last three weeks. On 
Aug. 25, the area was hit by the worst 
rainstorm In five years. Damage was es- 
timated in the, millions of'dollars. Thou- 
sands of homes"were flooded and streets 
and highways were rendered impassable. 
In the Northwest suburban area, reports 
from three and a half inches of rain In 
Hoffman Estates and four inches in 
Mount Prospect and five inches in parts 
of unincorporated Palatine. South Rolling 
Meadows, south Arlington Heights and1 


Elk Grove Village had the worst of the 
flooding. 


The second cycle of rain began Mon- 


day, Sept. 11, with rainfall measured at' 
.10 Inches. The cycle continued Tuesday 
with .14 Inches; Wednesday, .52 inches 
and Thursday, .08 inches. Skies cleared 
on Friday and Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the rains hit again. 


According to Joseph Fulkes, a mete- 


orollglst at the National Weather Ser- 
vice, the continuing cycle of rain over 
the last three weeks has been caused by 
a frontal zone in the form of a storm 
area moving up through the north cen- 
tral part of the country, (a frontal zone, 
Fulkes said, is caused by a mass of 
warm, moist air meeting a mass of dry, 
cool air, triggering a thunderstorm.) 


While the causes of the rainfall are 


easy to pinpoint, predictions about more 
rain aren't. 


THE WEATHER Service four-day fore- 


cast predicts there will be cooler, less 
humid weather beginning tomorrow. Yet 
the Service's extended outlook for the 
Midwest say "excessive precipitation" 
can be expected for the next several 
weeks. 


Meteorologist Fulkes said "The rain 


zone could persist or keep redeveloping. 
A weather situation of this type is char- 
acteristic of the season. But it's very 
likely to change as the season progress- 
es. As the weather gets cooler, the zone 
could tend to De pushed further south." 


Which only proves that not even the 


weathermen are sure about the weather. 


Arlington Depot May Be Biggest Stop 


Chicago and North Western Ry. offi- 


cials are predicting the new depot to be 
built at Arlington Pork Race Track this 
winter could become one of the biggest 
stops on the commuter line. 


The railroad has been trying for years 


to build a depot at the race track, but 
had always been thwarted by former 
track owner Marje Everett, said Tom 
Smith, CN&W spokesman yesterday. 


The new depot was finally approved In 


a three-way agreement between Arling- 
ton Heights, the race track and the rail- 
road, ratified last winter. 


Village officials say they hope the sta- 


tion will be open by Jan. 1. Railroad offi- 
cials say, however, they think it may be 
spring before the depot is completed. 


IN ADDITION to riders from Arlington 


Heights, the race track depot is expected 
to draw train passengers from eastern 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows and suburbs 
as far away as Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates and Buffalo Grove. 


"You gotta believe there's a need (for 


the new station) when our Arlington 


Heights station continues to be our num- 
ber one stop, servicing about 4,100 regu- 
lar passengers daily," said Rollin Cook- 
ley, CN&W manager of commuter ser- 
vices. 


Parking limitations and traffic con- 


gestion are two of the big problems in 
downtown Arlington Heights that both 
Coakley and Darryl Kenning, assistant 
village manager say they hope the new 
depot will alleviate. 


"Parking and access are the biggest 


ingredients to a successful station," 
Coakley says, adding that there will be 
plenty of both at the race track. 


"We're Just running out of room for 


parking downtown, Kenning said. "And 
anyone who's tried to drive through 
downtown at rush hour knows what the 
congestion Is like." 
i 


Plans call for two driveways In and out 


of the depot area. One driveway will lead 
to Wilke Road on the east, with the sec- 
ond access ,off of Rohlwing Road on the 
west. 


There will be parking for at least 800 


cars and possibly more if the demand 
warrants it • 


COAKLEY SAID the railroad has 


talked of surveying riders at both the Ar- 
lington Heights and Palatine depots in an 
effort to determine just how many of 
these customers might be expected to 
use the new facility. 


"We haven't made a definite decision 


on this because we're not sure we have 
to spend the money foe it," he said. 


Promotion will also play a big part in 


&e new depot's attractiveness, particu- 
larly to new riders; 


"We know how many apartments and 


houses are going up -within a three-mile 
radius of the depot and it is tre- 
mendous," Smith said. "But it's awfully 
hard to know how many of the people 
living there are going to ride the train." 


"People at the south end of town (Ar- 


lington Heights) may well find it easier 
and faster to take the Tollway to Rte. 53 
and get off at the track rather than come 


up Arlington Heights Road to the down- 
town depot," Kenning said. 


The Northwest Tollway and Te. 53 also 


figure in official success predictions for 
the depot. 


Schedules and fares for the new station 


still have to be worked out, railroad offi- 
cials say. The cost of using the race track 
depot will probably split the difference 
between the Palatine and Arlington 
Heights stops. 


As for scheduling, Smith says the new 


depot will definitely be on a full-service 
timetable with both rush hour and off 
hour stops. 


THE ARLINGTON Park depot will be 


the first new station to be built in the 
railroad's suburban service area in 
years, Coakley said. 


"The Palatine station was a joint ven- 


ture (between the railroad and the vil- 
lage) and it has been growing in riders 
up to around 2,100 passengers a day. And 
we think Arlington Park is going to be a 
big station too," he said. 


Salt Creek Flood 
Basin Work To 
Begin Instantly 


Gov. Richard Ogilvic announced yes- 


terday that work would begin immediate- 
ly on the multi-million-dollar flood con- 
trol and water management program for 
the Salt Creek basin. Ogilvie announced 
at the same time the program would be 
expanded to include the southern part of 
the creek'. 


State funds are to be committed to the 


start of the project immediately, accord- 
ing to Illinois administration 
officials.- 


They are hoping federal funds will also 
be forthcoming for the work. 


Ogilvie's announcement came two days 


after the Northwest suburbs were hit by 
another round of heavy rains and flood- 
ing. 


The program, known a the Upper Salt 


Creek Watershed Agreement calls for a 
series of dams and other water controls 
to be built along Salt Creek. Included is a 
dam that will form a 600-acre lake in the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove Township. 


WORK IS TO begin immediately on the 


Ned Brown retention lake, according to 
John Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois 
Division of Waterways. 


Construction of the retention basin 


would flood the area now occupied by the 
Elk Grove Mobile Home Park on Rte. 72. 
Guillou said that if federal funds are com- 
mitted to the project, the trailer park 
would be moved, as originally planned. If 
no federal funds are available, the state 
will spend $200,000 to build a temporary 
retaining wall around the park. 


He also said that without the federal 


funds the retention basin would be small- 
er than that called for in the original Up- 
per Salt Creek plan. 


Illinois officials had no figures yester- 


day on how much money the state is 
committing to the project. Fred Bird, the 
governor's press secretary said it was 
hoped the federal government had funds 
"tucked away somewhere" that could be 
used to help fund the project, however. 


The chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Steering Committee, Tom 
Hamilton, expessed surprise at Ogilvie's 
statement: "I'm very concerned about 


what the plan is " He said he would with- 
hold further comment until he learned 
more about the governor's plan. 


IN HIS ANNOUNCEMENT, Ogilvie 


also said the plan would be expanded. 
Details of the expansion were not imme- 
diately released, although the cost of the 
expanded plan Is expected to climb from 
$26 5 million to $30 million. 


Prior to Ogilvie's announcement au- 


thorities had indicated the program 
would not start until next July at the 
earliest. That was the earliest federal 
funds could be committed, they said. 


According to Hamilton federal funds 


for the project would come from the 1974 
budget of the U S. Soil and Conservation 
Service. That budget begins next July. 


Thirteen local government agencies in- 


cluding several park districts and Ul- 
lages are involved in the project. Fund- 
ing is coming from local as well as state 
and federal sources. The agreement 
signed by local and state agencies, was 
sent to Washington, DC. earlier this 
week for federal approval.

$1,500 Donated Toward 
Defense Of DAMP Suit 


Arlington Heights has agreed-to con- 


tribute $1,500 toward the defense of a suit 
brought against the Des Plaines, Arling- 
ton Heights,'Mount Prospect and Pala- 
tine'water commission (DAMP) seeking 
an injunction against diverting water 
from Lake Michigan to the Northwest 
suburbs. 


The suit was filed last month by the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
and the City of Highland Park after the 
state approved an allocation of 34.8 cubic 
feet per second of lake water to DAMP 
for 1975. 


Arlington Heights is the first village to 


allocate money for the defense of the 
suit, although the other three villages are 
also expected to contribute. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tel- 


chert said yesterday that Mount Pros- 
pect, too, would-contribute $1,500 to the 
defense fund and the Palatine Village 
Board Is expected to approve the request 
at its meeting next Monday night. 


IN APPROVING the allocation, the Ar- 


lington Heights village board recom- 
mended that Arlington Heights Village 
Atty. Jack Slegel be retained to defend 
DAMP's interest in the suit. 


DAMP, which has been working since 


1957 to bring water from Lake Michigan 
to the Northwest suburbs, has no other 
source of funds besides what member 
villages decide to contribute. 


MSD is seeking to block the DAMP al- 


location because it cuts into the amount 
of water the sanitary district is allowed 
to divert from the lake for the flushing of 
sewage down the Chicago River. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 CFPS for the entire state, MSD 
takes approximately 1,100 CFPS. 


The Tree Towns water commission, 


which represents the Western suburbs of 
Elmhurst, Villa Park and Lombard, is 
also affected by the suit. Tree Towns and 
DAMP have explored the possibility of 
cooperating on a single lake water diver- 
sion project
